THE SURVIVORS HOMELESS AND- 
STARVING. 


TERRIBLE SCENES AMONG THE RUINS 
OF JOHNSTOWN—ROBBERS OF THE 
DEAD LYNCHED AND SHOT TO DEATH 
—MAGNITUDE OF THE DISASTER NOT 


OVERSTATED. 

Telegraphic communication with Johns- 
town has been re-established, and the work of 
succor to the living and of burial of the dead is 
going forward under direction of organized vol- 
unteer corps of physicians and ministers from 
Pittsburg andevery other city in reach of the 
stricken and desolate valley. 

The latest information confirms the last ap- 
palling estimates of the numbers of the 
dead, but even this is unreliable, for 
nothing has yet been heard of the’ four 
towns up the valley from Johnstown, 
that were first involved in the disaster. 
Mutetestimony as to their prebable fate has 
been found in the identification of the bodies of 
several of their former citizens that have been 
taken from the ruins of their cities down the 
river. 

A temporary martial government has been 
established over the ruinea city of Johnstown, 
under the Adjutant General of Pennsylvania, 


assisted by military companies from Pitts- 
burg and by volunteer officers. At- 
tempts at disorder and violence by 
small gangs of tramps have been vigorously 
suppressed, and several marauders have been 
lynched and shot to death, for the people in the 
solemn earnestness of their work of succez 
and rescue have not the patience to wait the 
tedious process of the law. 

The area of disaster from the floods is ex- 
tended considerably over what was originally 
reported, and a sense of apprehension will pre 
vail until the cities in the valley of the Cumber- 
land, the Shenandoah, the Juniata, ana the 
upper Potomac, that have been cut off from 
communication with the outside world since last 
Thursday shall be heard from again. 

Organized and systematic efforts to provide 
food and shelter for the homeless thousands 
that are now exposed to the elementsin the 
desolated region are earnestly called for. Meet- 
ings for the purpose of responding to the call 
have been ordered in several of the larger cities. 
That in this city will be held at the Mayor’s 
office this afternoon. 

With the partial restoration of telegraphic com- 
munication fuller particulars of the great dis- 
aster have come to hand and are given below. 

The cause of the calamity, it is admitted by 
the President of the South Fork Fishing Club, 
the proprietor of the artificial Conemaugh Lake, 
was the weakuess of the dam alone. No cloud- 
burst or waterspout occurred to:compel it—the 
frailty of the dam and the tremendous pressure 
of water behind it was the only cause of the 
catastrephe.

THE- VICTIMS AT JOHNSTOWN. 


LOOKING AFTER THE DEAD -AND. RE- 
LIEVING THE SURVIVORS. 

JOHNsToWN, Pénn., June 2.—The situation 
fere has not changed, and yesterday’s estimates 
of the loss of ufe do not seem to be exagger- 
ated. Six hundred bodies are now lyiag in 
Johnstown, and alarge number have already 
been buried. Four immense relief trains ar- 
rived last night, and the survivors'are being 
Well cared for. 

A portion of the police force of Pittsburg and 
Allegheny are on duty and better order is main- 
tained than prevailed yesterday. Communica- 
tion Las been restored between Cambria City 
and Johnstown by afoot bridge. The work of 
Tepairing the tracks between Sang Hollow and 
Jounstown is going on rapidly and trains will 


probably be running by to-morrow morning. 
—_ less than fitteen thousand strangers are 
ere, 

Nowhing definite can be learned concerning 
the total number lost. All efforte in that direc- 
tien would be guesswork of the wildest kind. 

‘dhe atter-night scenes of distress have com- 
menced. Seated among the ruins in all parts of 
tie fatal city and ite suburbs are the mourning 
survivors. Theentire scene 1s lighted by the 
great funeral pyre, of which the bodies of so 
many loved ones form a part. Clouds of great 
smoke arise from the burning heap and, float 
upward among the trees on the mountain-sides; 
mothers, wives, and daughters are seated on 
the surrounding embankments, forlorn and 
heaftsore, gazing with woe-begone counte- 
— on the scene of desolation on every 
side. 

The torches of the firemen and the men and 
wowen who have volunteered to aid the afflict- 
ed ones move hither and thither, marking the 
whereabouts of the members of the rescuing 
pares. Pali bearers move slewly to and fro, 

earning their ghastly burdens. . The Pittsburg 
Fire Department is doing excellent work, but 
still the great lake of flames keeps burning 
tiercely. 

- Nine aundred tents, which Gov. Foraker gave, 
have arrived and ure being erected under airec- 
tion of Adjt. Gen. Axtine of Ohio. About one 
hundred family tents are already in position. 
Their advent was hailed with delight by the 
many homeless families. Ministers of various 
denominations have reached here. They wil! 
conduct the funeral services to-morrow. 

Anumber of drunken tramps attempted to 
break into some provision cars lying near Cam- 
bria City ‘to-night, but were fired upon by the 
train guards. They will give no quarter to 
scoundreis of this kind. A large number of 
special deputies have been sworn in by the 
Sheriff of Cambria County. 

A large number of bodies were dressed and 
placed in coffins on the Johnstown station plat- 
torm, Some have been identified but others 
are unknown. Great crowds flocked to the 
station and the people passed in-line by the 
culling, as the bodies were identified by frienas. 
The scenes were heartrending in the extreme. 
The bodies of the entire family of Chief Harris 
are iying in the Presbyterian church. Gen. 
Hastivgs’s headquarters are at the Pennsylvania 
Rallroadstation. A supply depot is established 
at this point and many needy people are being 
relieved....Bodies that are dug out of the flat lie 
in the station until a coffin can be obtaived. 
They are buried unidentified on Prospect Hill. 

Aajt.-Gen. Hastings, National Guards of Penn- 
syivauia, with Major Sanger, has assumed 
charge of Johnstown. Nothing is legal unless 
it pear: his signature. One effect of this syst-m- 
atic work is making itself felt. One town is 
guarded by Company H of the Sixth Regiment, 

ut. Leggett in command. New members 
were sworn in by him, and they are making ex- 
cellent soldiers, Special police are numerous, 
and the regulations are so strict that even the 
smoking of a cigar is prohibited. Alexander 

Hart is in charge of the special police. 

A squad of battery under command of Lieut. 
Brown, the forerunners of the whole battery, 
arrived at the improvised telegraph office at 
6:30 o’clock. Lieut. Brown went at ance to 
Adjt Gen. Hastings and arranged for proper 

rotection. 

9 Another dispensary, under Drs, Wakefield of 
the Cambria Medical Society, Steward or the 
Allegheny Soeiety, and Milligan of the Weat- 
moreiand Society, is doing good work. Dr. 
Milligan states that they treated 300 patients 
to-day. They are af Napoleon-street dispen- 
sary. No surgeons’ instruments could be pro- 
cured in the eity notil Zo’clock this afternoon. 
Amogogz their 300 patients the doctors have 
mauy with fractured skulls, and nearly all 
have-/-broken bones. One man had a heavy iron 
bardriven through his leg beneath the knee, 
separatiog the two bones. A thigh amputation 
was made. A woman had her knee and the 
lower part of her leg crushed out of all shape. 
A high amputation was necessary.

Yet any women accomplished it rather 
than remain in Johnstown. The bridge pitched 
like a ship inastorm. Within two inches of one’s 
feet rushed the muddy waters of the Cone- 
maugh. There were no ropes to. guide, and 
creeping was more convenient than walking. 
One has to cross the Conemattgh at a second 
point in order to reach Johnstown proper. This 
was accomplished by a skiff ferry. The ferry- 
man clung to a rope and pulled the load over. 
After landing, one walks across a desolate sea 
of mud, in which there are interred many 
buman bodies. It was once the handsome por- 
tion of the town. The cellars are filled up with 
mud, so that a person who has never seen the 


city can hardly imagine that houses ever stood | 
where they did. Four streets solidly built up | 


with houses have been swept away. Nothing 
but a small two-story frame house remains. 
was near the edge of the wave, and thus 
escaped. One side was taken up, and it hangs 
to one side, making a picture of misery. The 
walk was interrupted in many places by small 
branch streams. 
could be seen the body of a yictim. ‘The stench 
arising from the mud is sickening to an extreme 
degree, Along the route were strewn tin wten- 
sils, pieces of machinery, iron pipes, the wares 
of every conceivable kind of store. 
midst of the wreck a clothing-store dummy, 


with a nand in the position of beckoning to a | 


person, stands erect and uninjured. 

It is impossible to describe the appearance of 
Main-stireet. Whole houses have been swept 
down this one street and become lodged. The 
wreck is piled as high as the second-story win- 
dows. The reporter could step from the wreck 
into the auditorium of the Opera House. The 
ruins consists of parts of houses, trees, saw logs, 
and reels from the wire factory. Many houses 
have their side walls and roofs torn up and one 
can walk directly into what had been secona- 
story bedrooms, or go in by way of 
the top. Further up town arafct of logs lodged 
in thestreet and did greatdamage. ‘The best 
description that can ve given of the general 
appearance of the wreck is to imagine a number 
of children’s blocks placed closely together and 
to draw one’s hand through them in almostevery 
direetion. At the commencement of the wreck- 
age, whichis atthe opening of the valley of 
the Conemaugh, one can look up the valley for 
miles and nut see ahouse. Nothing stands bus 
an old woolen mill. 

The handsome brick high school building is 
damaged to such an extent that it will have to 
be rebuilt. The water attained the height of 
the window sills of the second floor. Its upper 
stories formed a refuge for many persons. All 
Saturday afternoon two little girls could ve 
seen at the windows frantically calling for aid. 
They had spent all night and the day in tke 
building out off from all aid. Without food and 
drinking water, their condition wasdamentable. 
Late in the evening the children were retaoved 
to higher ground and properly cared for. A 
number of persons bad been taken from this 
building earlier in the day, but in the excite- 
ment the children were forgotten. Their names 
could not be obtained. 

Morrill Institute, a beautiful building and the 
old homestead of the Morrill family, is totally 
ruined. The water has weakened the walis 
and foundations to such an extent that there 
is danger of its collapsing. Many families took 
refuge in this building and were saved. Now 
that the waters have receded, there is great 
danger from falling walls. All day long the 
crashing of walls could be heard across the 
river. Before daybreak this morping the 
sounds could not but make one shudder at 
the very thought of the horrible death that 
=e many who had escaped the devastating 

ood. 

Library Hall was another ot the fine buildings 
of the many in the city that is destroyed. Of 
the Episcopal Church not a vestige remains. 
Where it once stood there is now a placid lake. 
The parsonage is vat 4 away and the rector of 
the churcn, the Rev. Mr. Dillon, was drowned. 
The church was one of the first buildings to fall. 
It carried with it several of the surrounding 
houses. Many of them were occupied. The 
victims were swept intothe comparatively still 
waters at the bridge and there met death either 
by tire or water. 

James M. Walters, an attorney, spent the 
night in Aima Hall, and relates a thrilling 
story. Oneof the’ most curious occurrences of 
the whole disaster was how Mr. Walters got to 
the hall. He has his office on the second floor. 
His home is at 135 Walnut-street. He says he 
was ip the house with his family when the 
waters struck it. All was oarried away. Mr. 
Walters’s family drifted on a roof in another 
direction. He passed down several streets and 
alleys until he came to the hall. His dwelling 
struck that edifice, and he was thrown into his 
ownoffice. About two hundred persons had 
taken refuge in the hall, and were on the sec- 
ond, third, and fourth atories,. The men held a 
meeting and drew up some rules waich all were 
bound to réspect. Mr. Walters was chosen 
President. The Rev. Mr.. Beale was put m 
charge of the first floor, A. M, Hart of the sec- 
ond floor, and Dr. Matthews of the fourth floor. 

No lights were allowed and the whole night 
was spent in darkness. The sick were cared 
for. The weaker women and children had the 
best accommodations that could be bad, while 
the others had to wait. The scenes were most 
agonizing. Shrieks, sobs, and moans pierced 
the gloomy darkness. The crying of children 
mingled with the suppressed sobs of the women. 
Under the guardianship of the men all took 
more hope. No one slept during all the long 
dark night. Many knelt for hours in prayer, 
their supplications mingling with the roar of 
the waters and the shrieks of the dying in the 
surrounding houses. In all this misery two 
women gave premature birth to children. 


Dr. Matthews is a hero—several of his ribs 
were crushed by a falling timber and his pains 
were most severe. Yet through all he attended 
the sick, When two women ina house across 
the atreet shouted for hep, he with two other 
brave young men climbed across the drift and 
ministered to their wants. No one died during 
the night, but women and children surrendered 
their hves on the succeeding day asa result of 
terror and fatigue. Miss Rose Young, one of 
the young ladies in the hall, was frightfuliy cut 
and bruised. Mrs. Young had aleg broken. All 
of Mr. Walters’s family were saved. 

James McMillin, Vice President of the Cam- 
bria Iron Works, was met this afternoon. He 
is completely unnerved by the terrible disaster. 
In a conversation he said: “I do not xknuw 
what our loss is. I cannot even estimate, as I 
have not the faintest idea what it may be. The 
upper mill is totally wrecked—damaged beyond 
ali repairs. The lower mill is damaged to such 
an extent that all machinery and buildings are 
useless. The mills will be rebuilt immediately. 
I bave sent out orders that all men that can 
must report at the mill to-morrow to commenee 
cleaning up. Ido not think that the building is 
insured againsta flood. The great thing we 
want 1s to get that mill in operation again.” 

The Gautier Wire Works, which was com- 
pletely destroyed, will be rebuilt immediately. 
The works is owned and operated by the Cam- 
bria Irop Company. The buildings will be im- 
mediately rebuilt and put in operation as soon 
as possible. ‘the loss at this point is complete. 
The land on which it stood is to-day as barren 
and desolate as if it stood in the midst 
of the Sahara Desert. The Cambria Iron 
Company loses its great supply stores 
at this point. The damage to the stock 
alone will amount to $50,000. The build- 


.ing was valued at $150,000 and is a total loss, 


The company ofiice building, which adjoins the 
store, isa handsome structure. It was protected 
by the first building, but nevertheless is almost 
totally destroyed. The Dartmouth Club, at 
which employes of the works boarded, was car- 
ried away in the flood. It contained many oc- 
cupants at the time. None were saved. 


Estimates of the losses of the Cambria Iron 
Works given are from $2,000,000 to $2,500,000. 
But littie of this can be recovered. 

Charles Luther is the name of the boy who 
stood on an adjacent elevation and saw the 
whoie fioed. He said he heard a grinding noise 
far up the valley, and looking up he could see 
a dark line moving slowly toward him. He 
saw that it was houses. On they camé, like the 
hand ofa giant clearing off histable, Highin 
the air would be tossed a log or beam, which 
fell back with a crash. Down the yalley it 
meved sedately and across the little mountain 
city. For ten minutes nothing but moving 
houses was seen, and then the waters came with 
@ roar andarush. This lasted for two hours, 
and then it began to flow more steadily. 

The pillaging of the houses in Johnstown is 
something awiul to contemplate and describe. 
It makes one feel almost ashamed to call him- 
self a man and know that others who bear the 
same name have converted themselves into 
human vultures, preying on the dead. Men are 
carfying shotguns and revolvers, .and. woe 
betide the stranger who looks even suspiciously 
at any article. Goods of great value were being 
sold in town to-day for a driuk of whisky. A 
supply store has been established in the Fourth 
Ward in Johnstown. A line of men, women, 
and children, extending fura square, waited 
patiently to have their wants supplied. 

The schoolhouse has been cunverted into a 
morgue and the dead are being buried from 
this place. A hospital nas been opened near 
by and ‘is full of patients. One of the victims, 
Thompson, was remeved from a piece of wreck- 
age in which he had keen imprisoned since 
Friday. His leg was broken and his face badly 

bruised. He was delirious when rescued and 
probably will net recover, 

The Pennsylvania Railroad is now laying 
tracks trom Johnstown station to the washout. 
Atemporary bridge is being built and by to- 
morrow evening trains will ve run into Jobns- 
town. It will be more a watter of luck than a 
eertainty. Communications by rail have been 
established between Pittsburg and the end of 
the stone bridge. Assistant Superintendent 
Trump is on the grounds and is the an- 
thority for this news. He knows notbing 
or the -condition of the track between 
Johustown and Altoona. In sume places, 
it 1s said, the tracks were scooped out to a 
depth of twenty feet. A train of care all load- 
ed was run on the Conemaugh bridge. They 
Wish. she -AehGae “now ite with the wrec 
“this point.

The 
fire engine is stationed on the river bank and & 
line of hose laid far up the track to the coal 
mine. The flames to-night are higher than ever 
before, and by its light long lines of the curious 
can be seen along the banks. The natural cas 
has been shut off, owing to the many leaks in 
Johnstown. No tire is allowed in the city. The 
walls of many houses are falling. Their crash 
can be heard across the river where the news- 
paper men are located. 

ishop Phelan is in Johnstown to-night. He 
made the perilous trip on the swinging bridge. 
Foran aged man it wasa dangerous trip, but 
he was bound to. make it at all hazard. Fathers 
Corcoran aud Gallagher have accompanied him. 
One of the Catholic churches in the town burned 
on Saturday. A house drifted down againt it and 
satit on tire. A funeral was being held at the 
time of the flood. The congregation deserted 
the church and the body was burned with the 
building. Two large trees passed entirely

stands, but it is a tatal wreck. : 

Thirteen bodies were taken from the river at 
New-Florence, sixteen miles below this point. 
Five were taken to the iock-up in the town and 
then brought east to this point. Several were 
placed in rough boxes and buried on the bill- 
side oppesite New-Fiorence. Several were re- 
covered below that point and brought to Mor- 
rellville. 

Probably fifteen hundred houses have been 
swept from the face of the earth as completely 
as if they had never been erected. - Main-street 
from end to end is piled fifteen and twenty feet 
high with dépris, and in some instances it 1s as 
high as the roofs ot the houses. This great mass 
of wreckage fills the street from curb to curb. 

An utterly wretched woman, named Mrs. 
Feun, steod by a muddy pool of water to-day 
trying to find some trace of a once happy bome. 
Spe was half crazed with grief, and her eyes 
were red and swollen. As areporter stepped 
to her side she raised ber pale and hag- 
gard face aud remarked: “They are all gone 
Oh, God ve merciful to them. My husband 
and wmy seven dear little children 
have been swept down with the flood, and 
I am left alone. We were driven by 
the raging flood into the garret, but the waters 
followed us there. Inch by inch it kept rising 
until our heads were crushing against the roof, 
It was death to remain. Solraised a window 
and one by one placed by darlings on some drift 
wood, trusting to the great Creator. As I liber- 
ated the last one, my sweet little boy, he looked 
at me and said: ‘Mamma, you always told me 
that the Lord would care for me; wiil he look 
after me now?’ Isaw him drift away with his 
loving faee turned toward me, and with a 
prayer on my lips for his deliverance he passed 
trom signt forever. The next moment the roof 
crashed.in and I floated outside, to be reseued 
tifteen hours later trom the roof ofa house in 
Kernville. If I could only find one of my 
darlings I could bow to the will of God, but 
they all are gone. 1 have lost everythiug on 
earth now but my life, and I will return to my 
old Virginia home and My me down for my last 
great sleep.” 

A handsome woman, with hair as black asa 
raven’s wing, walked through the station, where 
a dozen or more bodies were awaiting burial. 
Passing from one to another she finally lifted 
the pauper covering from the face of a woman, 
young, and with traces of beauty showing 
through the stains of muddy water. With a cry 
of anguish she reeled backward, to be caught 
by a rugged man who chanced to be passing. 
In @ moment or so she had calmed herself 
sufficiently to take one more 100k at the feat- 
ures of her dead. She stood gazing at the un- 
fortunate as if dumb. dere: turning away, 
with another wild burst of grief spe said: 
“And her beautiful hair all matted, and ber 
sweet face so bruised and stained with mud 
and water.” The dead woman was the sister of 
the mourner. ‘he body was placed 1n a coffin 
a few minutes later and sent away to its nar- 
row house, 

These incidents are but fair samples of the 
scenes familiar to every turn in this stricken 
city. Tne loss of lifeis simply dreadful. The 
most conservative people declare that the num- 
ber will reach 5,000. 

The intense excitement of the past forty-eight 
hours has proved too much for many of the 
sufferers who escaped death in the flood. Many 
cases. of nervous prostration, some ofa very 
serious nature, have been reported to the: at- 
tending physicians to-night. Brain fever has 
developed in half a dozen instances, while some 
—* threatened with pneumonia and kindred 
ills, 

Mrs. John Connelly of Morrellville, who lost 
her husband and three children, is very low and 
her ehances of recovery are me A num- 
ber of little children who suffered from expos- 
ure ‘are not expected to live. These, together 
with those who are wounded: beyond revovery, 
are expected to swell the rate to at least 100 
more. ' 

The devastation is far reaching, as it was 
learned to-night that between 150 and 200 
persons who resided in the six-mile gap, be- 
tween South Fork and Woodvale have fallen 
victims to the fury of the deluge. Scarcely a 
—— has been left étanding along this entire 
route, 

The loss in property has been simply terrible, 
and what makes it more so is the uncertainty 
of recovering one dollar ofinsurance. A number 
of buildings, it is true, was burned up, but that 
was in the bridge conflagration after the other 
element, against which there was no insurance, 
had almost completely ruined the structure. 
Many workmen who had invested the savings 
of a lifetime in real estate can now scarcely 
designate the sites of their homes. The build- 
ings have gone, all their household goods and 
wearing apparel are lost. 

The safes in the banking establisnments of 
Johnstown still remain iatact, but thousands of 
dollars in money and large quantities of valua- 
ble jewelry were swept down the river. 

The police reported at 11 o’clock that a aum- 
ber of well-dressed but suspicious-looking 
strangers were wandering through the ruins, 
They are supposed to be professional crooks 
and @ close waton 1s being kepton them. Late 
to-night a man was ares trying to break into 
a@ private residence in Prospect, a hamlet on the 
hillside. When discovered he ran toward 
the river, followed by a large crowd 
bent on summary vengeance. The burglar 
escaped in the durkness. Mra. David Lewis of 
Sheridan station, who was in the water for 
three hours Friday before being rescued, died 
to-night from exhaustion. 

The question of rebuilding 1s now being dis- 
cussed. It is generally conceded that property 
in the flat has greatly fallen in value, andif an 
effort at rebuilding is made therhill lots will get 
the preference, 

Gen. Hastings said to-night that he would not 
order out the Fourteenth Regiment. Since 
then arumor has reached here that the com- 
mand named 18 now at Sang Hollew, three and 
a half miles away, and that it is coming here in 
the morning. : 


DOWN THE RAGING TORRENT. 


SCENES ALONG THE COURSE OF THE 


SWOLLEN STREAM. 

PITTSBURG, June 2.—The stone viaduct at 
Johnstown is forty feet high from the river bed 
at low water, and over this the water rushed in 
a resistless flood. On this, or the west side, is 
the Bessemer and rail mills of the Cambria Iron 
Company. Although warned to flee to the hill- 
sides, many of the men, resting in a fancied 
security, loitered about the mills and were en- 
gulfed in an instant. To-day their bodies are 
strewn along the Conemaugh, Kiskiminetas, and 
Allegheny Rivers, and are being caught as far 
down the Ohio River as Rochester. 

Below the mills is Cambria, a sub-borough, in 
which district reside probably 2,000 people 
The scenes here are but a repetition of the 
other parts of the flood-wasned cities. In St. 
Columba’s Chureh, a new structure. which had 
been flooded to a depth of six feet in the audi- 
torium, the water had receded, and the floor is 
covered with a slimy oozo to the depth of seven 


or eight inches. On boards stretched dlong the 
top of the pews are thirty bodies’ which hada 
been” snatched from the stream by Father 
Thomas Darlin and some of his parishioners 
whom he bad impressed into service. 

~ Asad feature was when Joseph Smith, a man 
of extraordinary size and strength, entered. 
He said not a word, but quietiy went from 
corpse to corpse, lifting the etuined and muddy 
coverings of the dead. At last he came to the 
corpse of a child about nine years old—bis 
daugnter. He looked at the swollen and blood- 
stained features a moment, and then with a 
voice of the most unutterable agony criea: * My 
Maggie, my littl Maguie,’”’ at the same time 
pressing the inanimate form to bis bosom, and, 
giving expression to alternate caressings and 
ejaculations of grief, the man took his cniid 
and ran with it to what had been his home. 
He placed ict beside those of his wife and two 
other children, all of whom bad been drowned. - 

At Morrell forty-three bodies were laid out 
waiting to be identified. Eight of them were 
children; one thatof a ehiid which a physician 
said had been born while the mother was tigit- 
ing for her lJife in the raging flood. 

At Nineveh, nine miles down the stream, 106 
bodies, Mostiy women and children, were laid 
out in a sawmill, and additions were being 
made by wesorloads at a time, which were 
being picked up on the meadows over which 
the great tide had surged. Many were tound 
with their bands yet clinging tenaciously to 
branches of -trees aud ‘shrubs. In one case a 
young couple were found lécked in each other's 
arms, In another a mother was found with a 
child elasped in each arm and held closely to 
her bosom. ~ ee aaa Sure 

The survivors tell of ‘ths’ most. thrilling.’ es- 
gapes from ——— of débris, — fs, 
car doors, and pianks, y seek the banks 
and waze with stupor born of. ation of 
their mental faculties from the frig n I 
they hate —— * 
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absolutely washed away for a distance of three- 
quarters ofa mile. The heavy steel rails were 
twisted about as if they were slender eopper 
wires, and in some instances were broken off by 
the strain brought to bear on them. One track 
was swept into theriver The rails and ties of 
the east track were thrown on top of the west- 
bound track, and in one place they were twisted 
into @ plait. Tne stone ballast was washed 
from between the ties for over a mile, and in 
one piace the rails, ties; and ballast were all 
swept away, and the heavy clay roadbed was 
beaten as-hard as a cemented floor by the force 
of.the current sweeping over it. 

For ten miles both banks of the river are lined 
with débris; uprooted trees and branches form 
a sort of network to knit the mass together. In 
the interlaying branches are all kinds of house- 
bold furniture and utensils, and they are liter- 
ally filled with clothing and shreds of clothing 
of men, women, and children. A great many 
bodies have been extricated from the drift, and 
the banks of the river are lined with people 
eaver to catch and drag from the torrent the 
bodies that are constantly being thrown up, 
Here and there may be seen a fine plano thrown 
upon the shore in position to be played upon. 

8. H. Thompson, Trainmaster, said dead bodies 
Were lying ulong the banks of the river between 
Sang Holiow and Johnstown as thick as flies. 
It is the most terrible sight ever witnessed. 
Every train is crowded with pepple going te the 
scene. Everybody has but one objective point— 
Johnstown. 

Engineer De Lozier said he helped out four 
women and one man near Sang Hollow. One 
was an oldlady that looke to be upward of 
eighty years of age. He helped rescue twelve 
persons last night off floating drift. One of the 
most touching incidents,be said, was the drown- 
ing ofafather, mother, and three daughters. 
They came down on a roof, and just opposite 
the town the raft struck a pile of drift and 
went to pieces. All five wentdownin the cur- 
rent. A moment later two heads were seen 
above the water and their two hands clutching 
at the roof. That was the last seen of that 
family. Men and women, with arms broken, 
blood streaming down over their faces, and 
their bedies cut, bruised and bleeding, were a 
frequent sight. 

Engineer De Lozier says that the people at 
Sang Hollow deserve a great deal of creait for 
what they did. All the men, and even the wo- 
men, were On the banks of the river with ropes, 
and at every opportunity did what they coulda 
to rescue the drowning. Among the women 
rescued was Mrs. Charles Oswald, who belonged 
to one of the mostrespectable families in the city. 
He eaw two little children about three years 
old, with their little hands clasped together, go 
down, and following them was alone woman 
kneeling in the attitude oz prayer. 


ROBBERS OF THE DEAD LYNCHED. 

JOHNSTOWN, Penn., June 2.—The way of the 
tranegressor in the desolated valley of the 
Conemaugh is hard indeed. Each hour reveals 
some new and horrible story of suffering and 
outrage, and every succeeding hour brings 
news of swift and merited punishment meted out 
to the scoundrels who have dared to desecrate 
the mangled bodies in the city of the dead, and 
torture the already half crazed victims of the 


cruelest of modern catastrophes. As the roads 
to the lands round about are vupened tales of al- 
most indescribable horror come to hght, and 
deeds of the vilest nature, perpetrated in the 
darkness of the night, are brought to light. 

Just as the shadows began to fall upon the 
earth last evening a party of thirteen Hun- 
garians were noticed stealthily picking their 
way along the banks of the Conemaugh toward 
Sang Hollow. Suspicious of their Bape sera 
several farmers armed themselves and started 
in pursuit. Soen their worst fears were realized. 
The Hungarians were out for plunder. —* 
upon the shore they. eamo upon the dead an 
mangled body of a woman, upon whose person 
there were a number of trinkets of jewelry and 
two diamond rings. In their eagerness to secure 
the plunder the Hungarians got into a squabble, 
during which one of the number severed the 
finger upon which were the rings and started 
on arun with his fearful prize. 

The revolting nature of the deed so wrought 
upon the pursuing farmers, who by this time 
were close at hand, that they gave immediate 
chase. Sume of the Hungarians showed fight, 
but, being outnumbered, they were compelled: 
to flee for their lives. Nine of the brutes es- 
caped, but four were literally driven into the 
surging river and to their aeath. The inhuman 
monster whose atrocious act has been desoribed 
was among the number of the involuntary 
suicides, 

Another incident of ev@n greater moment has 
just’ béen' brought to notices. At 8:30 o'clock 
this morning an old railroader, who had walked 
from Sang Hollow, stepped up to a number of 
men who were congregated. on the platform 
station at Curranville, and said: ‘* Gentlemen, 
had Ia shotgun with me half an hour ago [ 
would now be @ murderer, yet with no fear of 
ever having to suffer for my crime, Two miles 
below here I watched three men going aiong 
the banks stealing the jewels from the 
bodies of the dead wives and daugb- 
ters of men who have been robbed 
of all they held dear on earth.” He had no 
sooner tinished the last sentence than five burly 
men with looks of terrible determination written 
on their faces were on their way to the scene of 
plunder, one with acoil of rope over his shoul- 
der and another with a revolver in his hand. 
In twenty minutes, so it is stated, they had 
overtaken two of their victims, who were then 
in the actof cutting pieces from the ears and 
fingers from the hands of the bodies of two 
dead women. With revolver leveled at the 
scoundrels the leader of the posse shouted: 

“Throw up your hands or 1’1ll blow your heads 


With blanched faces and trembling forms they 
obeyed the order and begged for mercy. Thoy 
were searched, and as their pockets were emp- 
tiea of their finds the indignation of the crowd 
intensified, and when a bloody finger of an in- 
fant, encircled with two tiny: gold rings, was 
found among the plunder in the leader’s pocket, 
acry went up, “Lynch them!” Witbout a mo- 
ment’s delay ropes were thrown around their 
necks and they were dangling to the limba of a 
tree, in the branches of which an hour before 
were entangled the bodies of a dead father and 
son. After half an hour the ropes were cut and 
the bodies lowered and carried to a pile of rocks 
in the forest on the hill above. 

Capt. Kuntz shot and wounded two Hunga- 
rians whom he saw pilfering bodies on tne 
shores of Stony Creek. Neither was seriously 


urt. 

One unfeeling wretch was seen to rifle the 
pockets of a dead man and remove bis gold 
Wwatoh and chain and then turn to a woman and 
take from her finger a ring, the value of which 
is not known. 

A drunken Hungarian with a ‘pick ia his 
hand was discovered in a partly demolished 
residence inthe act of breaking open a trunk, 
A pelice officer came up behind him and dealt 
hima blow with his club which rendered him 
unconscious,

FRAILTY OF THE DAM ADMITTED. 
PittseurG, June 2.—Charles J. Clarke, a 
Director of the South Fork Fishing Club, which 
organization owned the South Fork dam which 
let Lake Conemaugh loose, to-day received posi- 
tive and definite information from E. J. Unger 
of Pittsburg, President of the club, and who 
was supposed to have been washed away, that 
it actually was the breaking of the dam, sixty- 
nine feet high, that caused that awful Cone- 
maugh Valley calamity. This is the first and 
only clincher of that hypothesis that it was 
man’s defective work and notan act of Previ- 
dence that carried death toa multitude, now 
estimated to be not less than 10,000 souls.

AID FOR THE SUFFERERS. 

LANCASTER, Penn., June 2.—Mayor Edgerly 
received a dispatch signed by the Mayors of 
Pittsburg and Allegheny City last evening ask- 
ing that a fund be raised forthe Johnstown 
sufferers by having collections taken up in the 
churches and subscriptions. He at once sent 
messages to ‘all the pastors of the city, at the 
same time requesting them to announce that a 
mass meeting would be held in the Court House 
at 6:30 o’clock this evening. Collections were 
taken up in all the churches at both morning 
and evening services. At 6:30 the court room 
was crawded to its utmost capacity, about 
1,500 people being present, and Mayor 
Edgerly was called on to preside. He made 
a brief dress, stating the object of the 
meeting, and J. Hay Brown, in a forcible 
speech, presented the claims of the sufferers by 
the flood and dwelt upon the necessity for 
prompt action. Then the work of taking sub- 
scriptions bexan, and in little more than an 
hour $4,100 was raised. Mayor 4Edgerly, who 
was mate Treasurer, was inatructed to notify 
the Treasurer of the relief fund by telegraph to 
draw upon him at once for the amount sub- 
scribed, and to say that more would be raised. 
On motion the Chair appointed a committee of 
threa to canvass. each ward, and all the banks 
iu the city and county were authorized to re- 
ceive subscriptions. -

WASHINGTON, June 2.—President Harrison did 
not attend church to-day, but spent his time in 
communicating with people in the flood- 
stricken districts, with a view to grant- 
ing them such succor as lay in the 


power of the Government. About 9 o’clock 
in the morning Gen. Schofield, Acting 
Secretary of War, came to the White House and 
he ana the President repaired to the telegraph 
room where they were put in communication 
with as many points and as many persons 
near the flooded districts as possible. The 
President offered to extend to the people 
in distress any succor. which the 
Government could give? He said that the Gov- 
ernment would supply as many tents and 
rations and soldiers to assist in the work of 
reclamation as possibie. Gov. Beavér of Penn- 
sylvania, who was at — Md., 
as a member of the Board of isitors 
to the Naval Academy, was communicated 
with and was informed of the Government's 
Willingness to grant succor and relief. The 
Governor secured a special train and left An- 
napolis for York, Penn.,for the purpose of 
placing these offers on the part of the Govern- 
ment before the people in the flooded districta, 

The President and Gen. Schofield remained 
near the telegraph instruments receiving and 
replying to telegrams until noon. After lunch- 
eon they spent some more time in telegrapuing, 
and at 3 o’clock the President went out 
driving to view the destruction which the 
floods of the Potomac had wrought. He and 
Mre. Harrison then again went into the tele- 
graph office and staid there for some time, the 
President 6xtending his sympathies to the at- 
flicted people and endeavoring to learn of 
every way in which he might be ef 
service to them. The Government has 
about two thousand tents which it can 
lend to the sufferers. The Government has also 
under its control several thousand tents he- 
longing to the militia of the service and these 
will be loaned if needed. The offer of soldiers 
‘was made for the reason that it was thought 
they might be useful in clearing away debris, 
—— for the drowned, and guarding prop- 
e '.

at Johnstown. A meeting was held at the office 
of Mayor Gardner this morning, and commit- 
tees were appointed.

THE WRECKED TRAINS. 


NAMES OF THE PASSENGERS WHO ARE 
SAVED AND OF THE LOST. 
JOHNSTOWN, June 2,—Inatalk with Conductor 
Bell, who was in charge of the first section of 
the day express east which was wrecked by the 
flood Friday night, the particulars of the de- 
struction of the train were learned. Said he: 
“The first and second sections of the east- 
bound day express laid up at Conemaugh Fri- 
day afternoon on account of a wash-out at Lily. 
There were about one hundred on my section, 


which was made up of day coaches. While we 
were Waiting there I suddenly saw approaching 
what looked like a great wall af water at least 
thirty reet high. We barely haa time to sound 
au alarm, and our passengers started on aywild 
rush up the hill just alongside the 
tracks on which the train stood. One 
old man who, with his son, returned 
for somé unknown reason, was drowned. Two 
cars went along in the terrent. I do not know 
how many were drowned. We saw two on the 
tops of the cars who must have been lost. The 
water set fire to a lime bed beside the track 
whick spread to two Pullman cars and they 
were tomy, burned. No passengers were then 
aboard. William Henry Smith, the General 
Manager of the Associated Press, who was a 
passenger on this train, was saved. After the 
torrent had passed the passengers went back to 
the cars and were cared for by the people of 
Conemaugh. Afterward they were taken to 
Ebensburg, and later expected to go to Altoona.

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A DISAPPOINTMENT TO HIS 
INDIANA FRIENDS. 


DISGUSTED WITH HIS FLAGRANT VIOLA- 
TIONS OF THE CIVIL SERVICE LAW— 
THE INDEPENDENT RANES SWELLING. 

INDIANAPOLIS, June 2.—Nothing can be more 
interesting to the student of ‘politics than a 
movement in behalf of civil serviee reform in 
quarters where such progress is not expected 
aud where the conditions are unfaverable to its 
Krowth, Although the Indiana independents 
were less aggressive in the Harrison-Cleveland 
campaign than in the Blaine-Cleveland contest, 
this was attributable to the reconciling infla- 
ence of a home candidate. Since the election 
the leaders of the independents have beep at 
work most industriously, aad as a result the 
Indiana Civil Service Assoviation is growing 
steadily and encouragingly. 

The new members, strange as it may seem, 
are coming in from the smaller towns of the 
‘State, and are school teachers, professional 
men in yarious lines, reading and thinking farm- 
‘ers in some cases, but in nearly every instance 
young men. How useful itis to be engaged in. 
any “ white necktie” politics may be judged 
from the fact that these men, as they send in 
their names, ask that they be kept from the pub- 
lic. Thereis.a certain risk in shaking clear of 
strict party lines, and this lack of bravery can 
be understood of a State where the lines are as 
closely drawn as in Indiana. Mr, Lucius B. 
Swift, who was urged for a seat in the Civil Ser- 
vice Commission, is at the front in pushing 
the organization, and the work quietly 
progressing under his direction bids fair to 
spoil the calculations of both parties at no far 
distant date. The material to work with is 
crude and must be handied carefully, but itis a 
kind worth having. The Civil service Chronicle 
38 attaining a large circulation and is vigorously 
assailing the abuses already so notorious in this 
State and which bid fair to characterize the 
Administration. Mr. Swift, the editor, sup- 
ported Harrison upon the strength of the can- 
didate’s utterances on reform measures, but is 
now diligently doing penance for his misguided 
kindness. 

The efforts of the new Postmaster, Mr. Will- 
am Wallace, to fill the positions ai his disposal 
from the ranks of the “truly loyal,” bave met 
with a temporary rebuff at least. The unlawiul 
examination which had been announced for 
next month was declared off when the exist- 
‘ence ofa large number of names, duly passed 
from the Democratic régime was brought te 
light. The old rule that kept the names of those 
who passed the civil service examinations se- 
cret ia to be abolished by the new vommission, 
g0 Commissioner Roosevelt writes to this city. 
.Apropos of the trouble here over the attempt to 
‘evade the law, Mr. Roosevelt says the public 
must have confidence 1p the civil service regu- 
lations, and nothing muat be done secretly or 
unfairly. 

The Indianapolis Post Officeisnot a shining 
example of the intentions of the Indiana Presi- 
dent, Postmaster Wailace is an old friend and 
‘Was once the law partner of Gen, Harrison. He 
isa Republican of old Whig antecedents—an 
old-schvol Republican, wuo has not much love 
tur the new-fangled ideas of the day in regard 
to public trusts. He is a good man, a very good 
man, bUt past the age When wen become pro- 
gressive. His assistant, Edward Thompson, 
held that position under several Postmasters up 
to Cleveland’s Administration. He was after- 
wara Superintendent of the Morris Couuty 
Workhouse, and belougs to the dark-cigar, 
Ward politics element. Tbe new Superin- 
tendent of . Mails, “Billy” Patterson, is an 
adjuster of primaries who has for many years 
earned aliving by keeping a livery stable. Sev- 
era! times he was Chairman of the County Ke- 
publican Committee. He ran for Sherift once 
and was defeated. He is utterly unqualified for 
his position, which is an exacting ove in a city 
which is the centre of many railroads. 

A halt-vrother of Mr. Wallace i3 in charge 
of the money order department. He is the 
husband of Mrs. Zelda Seguin, the opera sing- 
er; managed her business for many years, and 
has latterly lived on afarm in the southern 
part of the State, belag not even a resident of 
Indianapolis. He has never been in politics, 
and owes his selection solely to his chance 
relationship. Marshall C., Woods, appointed a 
box clerk, is a frayed-out Republican who has 
bees serviceable te his partyin days gone by. 
He manufactured a patent medicine during the 
Cleveland Administration. The position was 
supposed to come under the civil-service rules, 
but the law was put aside to permit the ap- 
pointment. 

Dr. F. C. Woodward, Secretary of the new 
local Civil Service Board, owes his good fortune 
to his voice. He is a campaign singer, vuo 
used hia lungs in several campaigns for Kepub- 
lucan advancement. He has never been con- 
spicueus as areformer, and is certainly not in 
sympathy with the civil-service methods pro- 
vided sy law. His position in the board is 
something in the nature of a joke. 

The better class of Republicans here had 
expested more satisfactory things of the Har- 
rison Administration at home. The manipula- 
tion of the civil-service law and the wretched 
and shameful appointments of subordinates in 
the Post Office, with a slow but certain re- 
moval of mail clerks and carriers, is destroy- 
ing faith in Harrison’s desire to conduct a fair 
administration. Here in his home, where he 
has personal Knowledge of the mer who gét 
place, there 1s ne excuse for abuses and unit 
appointments. But the movement of the inde- 

endents and the roll of the Civil Service Re- 

erm Association are quietly dooming.

A BILL TO INCREASE THE POWEKE AND 
PATRONAGE OF TAMMANY. 
ALBANY, June 2.—Gov. Hill's most frequent 


visitor since the adjournment of the Legislature 
has been Senator Grady, but he always kept the 
newspaper men at arm’s length, refusing to give 
them an inkling of what his periodical jaurncy- 
ings from New-York meant. It now seems that 
he has had the best of reasons for not doing any 
uanecessary talking. The bill which he is im- 
ploring the Governor to sigh is 6ntitled an 
“ Act to secure adequate compensation. tor the 
right to construct, maintain, use, and operate 
by electric power, heat, or light companies, 
poles, subways, wires, or conductors in eities and 
villages, and in ration to such companies.” 
It is said to be a seheme to putinto the hands 
of Tammany the control of the electric Hght, 


telephone, and: subway business. If the bill be- 
comes a law,no electric light or subway franchise 
could be granted in New-York, unless the cor- 
oration desiring it would agree to pay at least 
$3000 a year of its gross income for five years, 
ud not less than $10,000 a year after that. 
Tne following section of the bill specially 
affects New-York interests. 

“In cities having a population of 250,000 and up- 
ward, where three or more conipanies have already 
acauired the right or consent from the local au- 
thorities to construct, maintain, use, or operate 
electric light, heat, or power, poles, subways, wires, 
or conductors, upon, over, under, through, or across 
any of the streets, roads, avenues, parks, or public 
places in such city or village, uo other, further, or 
similar consent shail be given or granted; where 
the largest percentage per aunum of gross receipts 
bid therefor by the corporation making the highest 
bid shall be less than 5 per eentumof the gross re- 
eeipis of said corporation, tor and during the period 
of years frum the time of giving or granting such 
consent, which said 6 per centum shail be guaran- 
teed to be not less than $5,000 per annum, and after 
the expiration of said five yeurs less than 7 per 
centum per annum of said gross receipts of said 
corpuration, which sald 7 per Centum shall be guar- 
auteed to be not less thar 31V,0VU0 per annum.”

NEGRO EMFLOFES BEATEN AND DRIVEN 


FROM WORK. 

NEW-ORLEANS, June 2.—Two weeks ago a 
crowd ef hoodlums from this city crossed over 
to Gretna, on tre other siae of the Mississippi 
River, and, with the co-operation of some law- 
less characters there, set fire to and burned 
down the handsomg frame buildings of the col- 
ored fire company and the colered Baptist 
church. Half adozen other buildings were de- 
etroyed. In connection with this there was a 
negro hunt on the part of the whites; but, fort- 
unately, only three negroes were weunded, all 
in the back, while running away, and none of 
them seriously. Notiee was served on certain 
obnoxious colored people to leave the town, and 
they went away. With their exile it was 
thought all disturbance woulda cease and peace 
and order be restored. These were faise hopes, 
however, as the developments of yesterday 
have proved. The negroes were the aggrieved 
party and the whites the aggressors. The stery 
in detail is as follows: 

Yesterday forenoon the employes, white and 
colored, of the Crescent and Union Oii Mills 
unloaded several cars of cottonseed, after which 
they were sent out to the river front to dis: 
charge several barges of seed, It has been a 
recognized though unwriten agreement be— 
tween the proprietors of the mill and the étn- 
Ployes that there was to be an equal number of 
whites and blacks employed. At no time was 
the number of whites to execed that of blacks 
or vice versa, During the unloading of the 
cars of seed yesterday morning the whites 
took offense at what they considered 
@ violation of this agreement, claiming 
that the negroes were in the majority. They 
finished the job, nevertheless, and had begun 
on the barges before the pent-up inutinous spir- 
it broke forth, and they openly deciaréd war 
on the negroes. The vlacks beeame frightened, 
and, fearing a repetition of the scenes of a few 
weeks ago, turned in dismay and attempted to 
flee from their persecutors. At this juncture a 
porte of perhaps a dozen or so of young white 

eodlums who haa been informed of the im- 
pending trouble came up, and jampiug in 
among the negroes vegan throwing stones st 
them and doing their best to exterminate the 
species. A 

The battle was one sided and was of short 
duration, the negroes making their escape 
witheut serious injury. The white employes, 
accompanied by the hoodlums, then called upon 
Manager Rosner of the mill, and peremptorily 
demanded the discharge of ali negroes from the 
employ of the company and the employment of 
White men in their stead. The hoodiums, all 
more or less intoxicated, tendered their services 
to Mr. Rosner, who declined them, and after 
communicating with Mr. J, Kendall, the re 
resentative of the Union Mill Company in 

Louisiana, he ordered that thé mill be immedi- 
ately shut down for the seasen, not to reopen 
before the iatter part of next October. This 
was a crushing blow to the employes, who ox- 
pected that the shut-down would not take 

lace until the end of July, a3 it woulda not, Mr. 

osner Says, had not the riot occurred and his 
colored operatives been driven away. 

Alter the closing of the mull, which occurred 
at noon after the seed had been unloaded from 
the barges, the hoodlums marehed about the 
streets and in theirdrunken frenzy atracked 
with bricks and stones the houses of the negroes, 
breaking window panes and frightening the in- 
mates. They were allowed to go unmolested, 
and sheriff Wagner, although he must have 
known tbe persons implicated, made no attempt 
to arrest them. In fact, he feared an assault on 
himself and remained up.all night on the alert, 
Messrs. Rosner, Kendall, and President Aildige 
hela a conference with Gov.

The Faculty of Harvard College soom to be mak- 
ing a violent attempt to break records at making 
new regulations, and have, during the last week 
added four to their list. This new lot of rules is in- 
tended to insure uniform, continual attendance at 
recitations and regular residence in Cambridge. The 
Facaity have done their best to insure the success 
of the syateni of elective courses and voluntary at- 
tendance} that is, attendance with an alliowarce of 
absences, which ip in use in the college, and by 
their latest regulations a stricter record of the ab- 
sences isto be kept. The first amendment to the 
existing regulations says: ‘* Continuous residence 
at the university is required during term time. No 
interruption of residence is permissible except for 
satisfactory reasons, which must be stated or: 4 to 
the Secretary, or if that is impossible, sent to him 
in writing before the student leaves Cambridge. 
The student is farther requirea to report to the 
Secre immediately on his return.” Section 
37 Bt. es for the proper recording of absences 
and Section 38 is in regard to the action that a stu- 
dent who is “ unavoidably prevented from atienda- 
ing college 6xercises for several days’ must take, 
The last of the tour hewly-posted rules is by far 
the most important and reads as follows: ‘‘ Havitual 
or continued absences from college exercises, or 
irregularity of attendance in the absence of a 
counter- wovempuen raised by the student’s tecord 
as a scholar, will be deemed prima facie evidence 
that the student is not fulfilling the purpose of his 
residenceat the university, and may be made the

4 STARTLING STORY ABOUT 
ASNDER SULLIVAN. 

Cu1oaco, June 2.—The Tribune of this morn- 
ing prints a psepsational article concerning 
Alexander Sullivan, which, if true, throws some 
light upon the nature of the evidence against 
Sullivan collected by Dr. Cronin. Briefly stated, 
the article charges that Sullivan speculated on 
the Board of Trade in 1882 and lost ever 


$70,000 of funda intruated to him by the 
Clan-na-Gael societies, and that Dr. Cronin 
made the discovery and prepared an exposure. 
According to the Zribune’s story Dr. Cronin’s 
discovery resulted from the failure of the. 
Traders’ Bank of this eity laat Fall, One of 
Sullivan’s oreditors told Cronin that at that 
time he and other persons to whom Sullivan 
owed money were paid, with interest at 8 per 


cent. the money due them. Thechéoks were all 
drawn on the Traders’ Bank, Cronin was in- 


formed. 
The of the bank after the failure sed 
into the Lands of the court. Cronin, tarough 
the connivance of a clerk, got at them, and 
tound what jhe expected, that Sullivan had an 
unexpectedly large account with the bank. ‘He 
found in the books for 1882 thatadraft for 
$99,000 was drawn by the Metropolitan Bank 
of New-York in favor of Young, Windes & Co. 
Another draft for $1,000 was drawn in favor of 
the same firm. Both were deposited in the 
Traders’ Bank to the creditor Sullivan. The 
firm name of Young, Windes & Co. stood for 
Alexander Sullivan, Windes being the name of 
Sullivan’s partner. The aceount was drawn. 
against by Alexander Sullivan, and his checks 
were duly honored. — 

But-thé $100,600 aows not represent the total 
received by Sullivan. He must also have re- 
ceived, according to the aecounts of the Clan- 
na-Gael Finance Committee, $28,000 Govern- 
ment bonds, valued in August, 1881, at $32,480, 
This was the residue of the so-called “skir- 
mishing fund,” of which the “triangle” aiso 
became cuetedians. These bonds must have 
passed into his hands immediately after the ad- 
journment of the Convention im August, 1881, 
‘The $100,000 did not pass into his hands until 
Jan. 15 of the following year. That 
Sullivan did not use the money _ for 
the purpose for which it was subsaribed 
the carrying on of dynamite warfare in Englan 
is indicated by the books of the ‘Traders’ Bank 
and the books of John T, Lester & Co. Checks 
were drawn, first for 0,000, second for 
$30,000, and third for $5,000. These checks 
are in existence, bearing Sullivan’s name and 
Lester’s indorsement, and are now in the pos- 
session Of the committee of Crenin’s friends. 
Then there is a personal check for $10,000 and 
—— one for $520. Thus was $75,520 dis- 
posed of. 

The books of Lester & Co, relating to the 
money are in the hands of a committee con- 
sisting ef State fiorpey, Longenecker, W. J. 
Hynes, Luther Lafiin ills, Chief of Police 
Hubbard, and Mayor Cregier; also the books of 
the Traders’ Bank and the original checks which 
were never withdrawn frow the bank by Sulli- 
van. : 

Enough is known of the accounts with Lester 
to indicate that at least 75 per cent.of the 
$100,000 was lost in speculation. A young 
broker is quoted as saying that Sullivan was a 
** high flier” on the board; that at one time he 
had as much as $75,000 in gains to his credit 
on Lester’s books; that he invested in “ wild 
cat” transactions, and ‘‘ went broke.” After a 
time Sullivan appeared as a speculator again, 
and eventually lost heavily. 

Cronin had prepared a atatement of the facts 
as here set forth, and it is in the hands of the 
investigating committee. It was submitted to 
@ number of Cronin’s friends by Cronin himself. 
One of those yemsons betrayed to Alexander 
Bullivan the fact of the existence of the 
pamphiet. The pamphlet was an awful indict- 
ment of himself and his associates. It is also 
positively known that Sullivan’s friends tried 
every possible means te get Cronin te suppress 
the pamphlet and to withdraw his charges. 
Members of the committee of six who sat with 
him implored him todo so for the sake of per- 
ons connected with Sullivan, but Cronin was 
obdurate. The Tribune brings the article tea 
close with the following startling paragraph: 

‘“* What did the proof of the charges mean? 
Why, that the ‘ triangle’ had not only misappro- 
priated Irish funds, but that they sent honest 
fanatics on errands of death,in order to dea- 
troy evidences of their frauds,”

Our Indianapolis dispatch this morning 
shows that the civil service reform senti- 
ment ef Mr. HARRISON’s own State was 
more correctly estimated by him last Sum- 
mer than it is now. Then he thought it 
worth appealing to, and he won many votes 
from sincere reformers by his zealous pro- 
fessions and explicit pledges to ‘‘ advance 
the reform,” to make “fitness and not po- 
litical service ‘the discriminating test of 
appointment,” and to consider no man’s re- 
moval that was not suggested by the 
“‘needs of the public service.” These prom- 
ises he has distinctly violated in his own 


home, and the violation has been most con- 
spicuous in the Post Office under his old 
law partner, Mr. WILLIAM WALLACE.. Re- 
movals not suggested by, but opposed to, 
the needs ef the service have been freely 


made, and appointments have followed 
with which party service has much and 
fitness has nothing todo. Thereform senti- 
ment is offended, and the reformers are as 
prompt to cendemn him as they were last 
year to believe in him. The President is 
learning a lesson that he may well take to 


heart, that honesty is, on the whole, the 
best policy. 








The first indictment against railroad offi- 
cers that has been found under the provis- 
ions of the inter-State commerce law re- 
lates to a violation of the section that for- 
bids unjust discrimination in freight rates 
and the accused persons are the general 
freight officers of the Michigan Central 
road. The charge isthat these officers gave 
to a firm in Chicago last Fall a rebate of 3 
cents per hundred pounds on grain shipped 
to this city, the favored shipper thus hav- 
ing an advantage over other shippers of 15 
pes cent. of the cost of transportation. The 
pase will be tried in Chicago. If the ac- 
cused officers should be convicted the high- 
est penalty that can be imposed will bea 
fine, for the additional penalty of imprison- 
mentin the penitentiary can be exacted 
only for offenses committed since March 

last, when the law was amended. 











The dedication of the Michigan monu- 
ments at Gettysburg, which is appointed 
for next week, will recall] to popular atten- 
tion how largely that State was repre- 
sented in the great battle of nearly twenty- 
pix years ago. The First, Third, Fourth, 
Fitth, Seventh, Sixteenth, and Twenty- 
fourth of herinfantry regiments, the Michi- 
gan cavalry brigade, her Ninth Battery, 
and her sharpshooters all have monuments 
at one point or.another on the field or in 
sts neighborhood.

to secure the popular support that its ideas. 
and principles in other matters naturally 
repel. Mail advices from Madrid show that. 
the Conservatives in Spain have met with 


openly adopted. Their protectionist pro- 
posals on May 22 were rejected by a vote of 
227 to 64. Sefior Canovas, their léader, 
had supported them in an earnest speech, 
in which he had coupled universal suffrage 
and ‘‘free trade’ in a common denuticia- 
tion. He was replied te by Sefior SaGastTa 
in avery eloquent speech, that influenced 
not only the Liberals but the Republicans 
and a number of *“ Dissentients” to support 
the Government, with the result we have 
cited. This is a decided triumph for the 
Government and for its really conservative 
principles, and a serions blow to the re- 
actionaries. 


It is worth noting in the more extended 
reports of the debates on Mr. LABOUCHERE’S 
motion to abolish the hereditary legislative 
powers of the peers that the more serious 
part of the discussion on both sides turned 
on the essential feebleness of the House of 
Lords, Mr. Bryce, for instance, supported 
the scheme of an elected upper house, with 
the power to reject a bill twice, because he 
wanted the check on the House of Commons 
to be effective, and effective power belonged 
only to representatives. Mr. BALFOUR, on 
the other hand, opposed the schemé be- 
cause he dreaded an upper house strong 
enough to impede the House of Commons. 
These sentiments, expressed with candor 
and earnestness, will strike many American 
readers as quite inconsistent with the pre- 
vailing English opinion of the nobility. 
But it was noted by Mr. LABOUCHERE in the 
debate that the English people, whatever 
they may have felt, have always acted in- 


‘dependently of the Lords, since, for 150 


years, there was only one instance in which, 
when the Lords had thrown out a bill and 
the people had been appealed to, they had 
not gone against the Lerds. 


The dispatch sent by Dr. Peters from 
Zanzibar, to the effect that the Emia relief 
expedition was about tostart, is interesting, 
but it will also hardly be surprising to find 
it modified and qualified. Capt. WISSsMANN 
has had good success in East Africa, and no 
doubt his recent defeat of the most formida- 
ble of the hostile chiefs insures better order 
there and a greater degree of security for 
the Emin relief project. His work, how- 
ever, does not yet appear to be quite com- 
plete. Recently the North German Gazette 
insisted that WISSMANN had no authority to 
allow such an expedition to go through his 
territory, and that Prince BIsMARcK looked 
with disfavor on a project which might re- 
sult only in the capture of a good many Ger- 
mans whom he would then be called upon 
toransom. The present statement that sev- 
eral of WISSMANN’s German officers, as well 
as some of his African contingent, aredown 
with smallpox is also not favorable to the 
setting out of the Emin relief expedition at 
this time. Dr. PETERS, however, seems to 
be anxious to get it off, and were it quite 
certain that EmIn needs relief, his eager- 
ness would be more fully appreciated.

THE CONEMAUGH ‘FLOOD. © 
Contrary to the usual experience of great 
disasters, the extent and fatality of the 
terrible flood in the Conemaugh Valley 
were but faintly indicated in the earlier re- 
ports. The accounts given by the few in- 
dividuals who had at different points wit- 
nessed the ruin wrought by the waters 


were, indeed, startling, but during the first 


twenty-four heurs no observer had the op- 
portunity to survey the scene as a whole, 
and the imagination of. even the most ox- 
cited witness would scarcely have led 


him beyond the bounds of what later 


reports show to be the actual truth. 
Scant means of communication, moreover, 
still further retarded the ascertainment of 
the facts, since from Johnstown itself 


only the most meagre reports were ob- 


tainable, while nothing whatever was to 
be heard from the populous villages still 
further up the stream. So that, though 
the valley was swept by the waters be- 
fore dark on Friday afternoon, it was Sun- 
day morning before the people of the coun- 
try knew that the loss of life would reach 
the appalling number of eight or ten 
thousand, instead of the few hundreds in- 
dicated in the first news accounts. The 
completeness of the devastation in the 
track of the flood and the extraordinary 
nature of the storm which caused it are 
sbown by this delay, almost unprecedented 
in a thickly-settled region, in getting ade- 
quate accounts of the disaster. 

Though other recorded catastrophes by 
flood have surpassed this in destructiveness, 
as somo historic earthquakes and great bat- 
tles have destroyed more human lives, .no 
story of any similar disaster has ever so 
abounded in incidents which wring the 
heart with pain and pity and bring tears to 
the eyes of the sympathetic men and women 
whoreadit. Many of the victims of the flood, 
among them hundreds of little children, 
were hurried along to their death in the 
sight of persons powerless to respond to 
their appeals for help. In countless in- 
stances whole families must have perished 
together, and in others only the absence of 
a father or mother leaves at least one kin- 
dred survivor and mourner. The accurate 
enumeration of the victimsor the gathering 
of their names with an approach to com- 
pleteness must be as impossible as the re- 
covery of their bodies for burial.“ Only the 
swallowing up of the city and ‘villages in 
the earth could have aehieved their destruc- 
tion more completely. 

The property loss, though also beyond 
computation, wiil amount to millions of 
dollars, and, in part, it must, for the safety 
and comfort of the survivors, be promptly 
replaced by relief funds: Many hundred 
square miles of the region visited by. 
the storm have suffered unprecedented 
loss im crops, buildings, roads, and 
bridges; but in the immediate vicin- 
ity of Jobnstown the need is ur- 
gent for relief.

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_ JHE TREASURY SITUATION. 

On the 1st of June the United States 
Treasury reported the debt, less cash on 
hand, to be $1,092,902,051. On the 1st of 
May it had been $1,101,605,428. The de- 
crease for the month of May was, therefore, 
$8,702,877, or, in roundnumbers, eight and 
three-quarter millions. We are now within 


and the total reduction of the debt, allow- 
ing that for the current month to be the 
‘game as for the last, will have been for the 
year a little’ over $91,000,000. It was 
‘confidently expected by some of the 
campaign financiers, or, at least, it 
was confidently. predicted by them, that 
when the new Administration had a chance 
to get at the books it would be found that 
‘there was no real surplus. But Mr. Wix- 
pom has found himself with a monthly 
surplus considerably above the average up 
to the time that he came in. This, how- 
ever, is a matter of only incidental interest. 
The fact of the surplus and the way in 
which it came about and is or can be dis- 
posed of aro important to all, and are mut- 
ters that cannot be fairly treated from a 
partisan point of view. 

It we review the receipts and expendi- 
tures for thé fiscal year up to the 1st of 


. June we find that the former have in- 


creased over those of 1888 by about 
$9,000,000, and the latter by about 
$34,000,000, so that the net surplus reve- 
nue—not the surplus taxation, however— 
has decreased by about $25,000,000. There 
has been an increased revenue from cus- 
toms for the eleven months of $6,000,000, 
and a trifle more than $6,000,000 in inter- 
nal revenue, while the income from “mis- 
cellaneous” sources has fallen off a little 
less than $3,000,000, leaving the net in- 
crease, as we have said, about $9,000,000. 
On the other hand, “ordinary expendi- 
tures,” which include those of all the 
regular departments, have increased 
by $18,000,000, pensions have in- 
creased $9,000,000, and ‘ premiums” 
$10,000,000, while interest has  fall- 
en oft $38,000,000, leaving the net 
increase about $34,000,000. This is a 
showing which any finance minister out- 
side of our favored country would be puz- 
zled to explain. With a surplus revenue of 
over $90,000,000 a year, with a Govern- 
ment credit so firmly established that 4 
per cent. bonds command a premium of 28 
per cent. in the market, with a marked 
tendency to increased yield in all the taxes, 
no ordinary finance minister would know 
how to: justify the policy of the Govern- 
ment in failing to reduce taxation. It 
would be especially difficult for him to give 
any decent reason for the expenditure of 
nearly $20,000,000 a year in “ premiums” 
on the public debt purchased in adyance of 
itsmaturity. 


The Secretary of the Treasury of the last 
Administration stands free from any re- 
sponsibility for this state of things, because 
he did all in his power to reform it, and the 
party friendly to the Administration in the 
House of Representatives passed a bill to 


‘reform it. But the present Administration 


is pledged to continue the worst taxes that 
produce this surplus, and, so far as the party 
declarations can bind it, to spend the prod- 
uct of the taxes rather than remit them. 


Up to the present time nothing in the 
acts or statements of any responsible 
members of the Administration  in- 
dicate any intention of departing from 


the avowed policy of the party, nor is there 


any reason to suppose that they will under- 
take to doso. The country must look for- 
ward to nearly four years more at least of 
excessive taxation, and will be lucky if it 
escape from an aggravation of its mischiev- 


ous features. But it isimpossible to be- 
lieve that this can go on indefinitely. 
Sooner or later the issue of rednction will 
be presented clearly and distinctly, uncom- 
plicated and unconfused with the issues 
that so largely diverted public attention 
last year, and when that occurs the judg- 
ment of the people will be in favor of re- 
lieving themselves from costly and unneces- 
sary burdens,

THE SEIZURE OF THE WINSHIP. 

It is a curious fact that the cruiser Vigi- 
lant of the Dominion Fishery Protection 
Service, which has seized the Gloucester 
schooner Maitie Winship within the three- 
mile limit, was herself an old offender, and 
was captured and condemned for the very 
ofiense now charged against the Winship. 
‘She was the Highland Light of Province- 
town, and gained an unenviable notoriety 
for trying to fish in inshore waters at the 
time our Government was contending that 
American fishermen did not desire to ply 
their vocation in waters forbidden to them, 
~but only to enter Canadian harbors for cer- 
‘tain commercial privileges. But the Cap- 
tain of the Highland Light was arrested 
under circumstances that left him no alter- 
native except to admit that he was fishing 
‘in the prohibited waters, and no protest 
went up from his brother toilers of the sea 
when his vessel was confiscated. The Do- 
minion Government refitted and renamed 
her, and added her to its fleet, designed to 
watch our fishermen. She promptly cave 
a novel verification of an old adage by 
seizing 4 vessel within the three-mile limit; 
now she opens the fishing season of 1889 
by her exploit off Cape North. 

In the case of the Winship the question at 
issue is purely ‘one of facts, and some of 
these are disputed. It is admitted, how- 
ever, that sho was found and seized in the 
inshore waters, that she had on board a 
large catch of freshly-taken fish, and that 
she had not been licensed under the modus 
vivendi. Capt. KNOWLTON of the Vigilant 
says that on rounding Cape North he saw 
the Winship at anchor at,least a mile with- 
in the limit, and that two of her dories 
wers eut with trawls baited and ready to 
set. When her Captain fully recognized 
that it was a cruiser that was bearing down 
on him, he called in his dories and weighed 
anchor, in order to run out. But he was 
too late, and his vessel was boarded and 
taken to North Sydney. Capt. KNowLTon 
says that the Gloucester skipper admitted 
| that he was intending to fish. On the 





* 


[other hand, the Captain of the Winship, 


one month of the close of the fiséal year, : 





General PHELAN, says that the fish he had 
on board had been caught far beyond the 
limit, where he was fishing the evening be- 
fore, fuliy eight miles from shore. He de- 
nies having been fishing in inshore waters, 
and says he was there for shelter. 

Here, then, Mr. BuLaInE will find the 
first case of the seizure of an American 
fishing vessel during the new Administra- 
tion offered for his consideration. It may 
be that he has been looking for such a case; 
if so, he has not had long to wait, and it 
is quite conceivable that now that he has 
it he may not wholly like it. Of course the 
case of the Winship must not be prejudged 
—certainly not toher detriment. Yet if her 
boats were down, with baited trawls, as 
her captor insists, the theory that she had 
runinin distress and not for fishing will 
need evidence to support it. The point in- 
volved should not be mistaken. If the 
‘Winship needed and sought shelter, she was 
entitled to it, provided she did not then un- 
deriake to fish in the inshore waters. But 
if she did so undertake, the interest of the 
American fishermen is. quite as strong as 
that of any other of our countrymen to see 
that she is not protected in this perform- 
ance. Their contention all along has been 
that they could be fully trusted not to 
abuse the privilege of running into the 
ports and inshore waters for bait or trans- 
shipment of catch or other such purposes 


i by trying to fish in: these waters. The 


Canadian argument has been that giving 
this privilege of running in and out for 
commercial purposes would result in furtive 
attempts to do what the Highland Light 
certainly did and what the Mattie Winship 


‘is accused of doing. They would be put to 


the expense of a protection fleet to watch 
such cases. For this reason the conduct of 
the Highland Light was condemned by some 
of our own fishermen, who saw how it re- 
flected on those of them who proposed to 
keep away from the inshore fishing, and yet 
held that ordinary port privileges ought 
not to be denied them. Itisto be hoped, not 
only for her sake, but for that of the general 
good faith and respect for law possessed by 
our fishermen as a whole, that the Winship 
will be able to show that she was not try- 
ing to repeat the offense once committed by 
her captor. Besides, our country does not 
wanttobe furnishing arrows for the Do- 
minion out of its quiver, and supplying her 
with a whole fleet of cruisers from our 
captured and confiscated fishing vessols. 


A LIFE INSURANCE CONTEST. 


We have already spoken of the attempts 
of the 17,000 policy holders of the Phenix 
Mutual Life Insurance Company to prevent 
what would be virtually a sale of the 
company to one man who desires to use it 
and jts business as a field for ‘“‘experi- 
ments.” A few days ago the Insurance 
Commissioner of Connecticut interfered 
in behalf of the policy holders in such a 
way that the stock will no longer, in all 
probability, be attractive to this person. 
Commissioner FYLER forbids the President 
and Board of Directors to pay to stockhold- 
ers dividends exceeding 6 per cent.. per 
annum, 

The Phenix Mutual, whose assets exceed 
$10,000,000, has a capital stock of only 
$100,000 in 2,000 shares of $50 each, and 
is controlled by the owners of this stock. 
For many years two of the company’s by- 
laws were as follows: 


*“* ARTICLE X. The stock of: this company shall 
be treated as a guarantee capital stock, which 
shall not exceed $100,000, and each sharehold- 
er shall be entitled to interest not exceeding 6 


per cent. per annum on the guarantee stock 


held by him or her. 
** ARTICLE XI. The business done by this com- 
pany shall be conducted on the mutual plan.’’ 


These by-laws were in force while thou- 
sands of persons were induced to take the 


company’s policies. But in 1883 the annual 
dividend on the stock was raised to 24 per 
cent., and it has not been reduced since. 
The company’s affuirs have been controlied 
by ene man, who obtained possession of 
1,002 shares, or one more than a majority, a 
few years ago, and who holds the office of 
President. The par value of his stock is 
$50,100, representing $16.032 originally 
paid in, and he proposes to sell the shares to 
a resident of Philadelphia who has offered 
$501,000 for them. The company has 
more than $600.000 in bank, its assets are 
$10,573,000, and its surplusis $1,318,000. 


“When it became known that a resident of 


Philadelphia had an option for the purchase 
of the shares on these terms, the policy 
holders became greatly alarmed, and they 
have sought to devise some vlan for the 
protection of their interests. 

There was recently introduced in the 
Connecticut Legislature a bill empowering 
them to buy the capital stock at a price 
not exceeding $250 a share, to retire it 
after purchase, and thereafter to conduct 
the company’s business themselves on the 
mutual plan. The hearings before the In- 
surance Committee of the Legisiature with 
reference to this bill have been very inter- 
esting. Counsel for the stockholders con- 
tended that an offer of $501,000 for stock 
of the par value of only $50,100 indicated 
that the proposed transfer would be made 
for no legitimate purpose. They were solic- 
itous for the preservation of the assets and 
surplus, and for an honest and prudent 
use of all the company’s funds. 

Individual policy holders protested with 
great indignation against the proposed sale 
and severely criticised the recent manage- 
ment of the company under which the divi- 
dends to stockholders had been raised to 
24 per cent., while the dividends to policies 
had fallen from $641,000 in 1875 to 
$116,000 in 1888. Part of this decrease 
has been caused by a fall of the value 
of insurance in force from $60,000,000 in 
1875 to less than $25,000,000 at present. 

It was admitted at the hearings that the 
proposed law would not prevent a sale of 
a majority of the stock to any purchaser, 
but it was believed that if it should 
be enacted no one would undertake 
to obtain control of the company 
and to use it for ‘experiments’ in 
life insurance. The order of Commissioner 
FYLER, however, will tend more effectually 
to discourage speculation in the stock. ‘‘In 
my opinion,” he says, ‘your company has 


been doing its business in an illegal and 


improper manner by paying ® sum in ox- 


‘the total procuct of Chicago. 





: Mast Oper cn pee annam to ite steck- 
hoMf@rs. This isin violation of the ex- 


pressed provisions of the by-laws of the 
company made under the powers author- 
ized by its charter, and of the representa- 
tions contained in its.pamphlets and pro- 
spectuses, and in various sworn statements 
made to insurance departments, under 
which a large proportion of its outstanding 
policy contracts were made and issued. 
Such misuse of the funds, which properly 
belong to the mutual policy holders, is im- 
proper and illegal in the highest degree.” 

It must be comforting to policy holders 
to learn that the Commissioner has under- 
taken to protect them. If all of Mr. Fy- 
LER’s predecessors had displayed as much 
energy and had been moved by a desire to de- 
fend the holders of policies against thieves, 
‘thousands of men in Connecticut and else- 
where who had paid for insurance and who 
believed they were insured would not have 
lost their entire investment and been forced 
to face death with the depressing convic- 
tion that, in spite of all their labor and 
sacrifices, . their wives and children had, by 
the work of rascals and the incompetency 
or dishonesty of public officers, been de- 
prived of the security that trustworthy 
insurance gives. But while Mr. Fy- 
LER should be commended for his 
action, it may, nevertheless, be pointed 
out that the Phenix  steckholders 
have been misusing the policy holders’ 
money in a mauner, as he says, “*‘ improper 
and illegal in the highest degree,” for not 
less than seven years, without encounter- 
ing any remonstrance from the Insurance 
Department of the State. We trust that 
the Connecticut press will insist upon the 
most careful enforcement of the law in this 
case and with respect to all other Connect- 
icut insurance companies. The newspapers 
of Hartford, and especially the Courant, 
have been of great service to the policy 
holders of the Phenix Company since the 
facts relating to the proposed sale became 
known. The Courant of the 25th ult. said: 

a, great insurance scandal has been staring 
us in the face. We cannot afford to have an- 
other in Hartford. That is clear. The effect of 
having an outsider and stranger come here and 
secretly buy up the control of $10,000,000, 
morally belonging to 17,000 people, would be 
disastrous to the business prospects of the con- 
cern. Not only would such a ‘deal’ interfere 
with all future development, but it could not 
well help scaring uneasy insured persons into 
letting lapse the policies which they have been 
for years paying their savings to maintain. In- 
deed, such a result would be money in the 
pocket of any one who wanted to wreck the con- 
cern for the sake of the salyage. * * * It([the 
Phenix Company] needs to be released from 
one-man power, to wake up, clean house, and 
make an intelligent push for business, If, in- 
stead of having any such change, it is made the 
subject of a fight for possession, its good name 
will suffer and its opportunity slip away. Every 
policy holder is vitally interested to prevent 
any such personal calamity as that wonld 
prove to him, and a)l Connecticut is interested 
to prevent another insurance scandal.” 


The progress of this contest between pol- 
icy holders and the owners of a small but 
controlling capital stock will be watched 
with considerable interest by all who have 
policies in Connecticut companies. 








TO FIGHT THE BEER SYNDIOATE. 

CHICAGO, June 2.—Three of Chicago's biggest 
brewery concerns have joined forces to fight 
the aggressive British syndicate, which is try- 
ing to buy up ail the brewerles of the country. 
Two of the leading breweries have been already 
bought by the foreigners and the proprietors of 
the others are frightened. They must eithet go 
into the gigantic ‘* combine’ or prepare for war. 
The Michael Brand Company, the Bartholoms 
& Leicht Company, ana the Ernst Brothers 
Company have united forces and pooled issues 
by entering into one organization, to be known 
as the United States Browing Company. The 
President is Michael Brand and Leo Ernst is 
Vice President. Ex-City Treasurer Rudolph 
Brand will be the Treasurer of the new organ- 
ization. 

The company ie capitalized at $2,500,000. It 
has acquired by purchase with its stock the 
plant and good will of the three companies 
named, each of which will be operated sepa- 
rately. The capacity will be over one-fifth of 
The only large 
concerns now operating independeatiy are 
Epps’s, Schoenhofen’s, and Gottfried’s. The new 
company will immediately execute a mortgage 
on all its property to secure $1,500,000 § per 
cent. bonds, These bonds will be placed on the 
market as soon a8 they can be engraved, and 
application will be made to the New-York 
Stock Exchange to place them on the regular 
list. About $1,000,000 of the capital stock will 
also come onthe market. Most of this will go 
to the customers of the company. 





DEATH OF WILLIAM 8S. SCHAFFER. 

William S. Schaffer, who belongs to a 
well-known family in this city, and lived at 35 
West Fifty-first-street, was found dead at the 
Nautilus Hotel, Tompkinsville, S. L. yesterday 
morning. Schaffer went to Staten island on 
Wednesday last and engaged boara at the 
Nautilue Hotel. On Wednesday evening be 
entertained a number of Stateu Islanders with 
a wine supper in the hotel. On Saturday 
night he started to take a cruise on board 
of the pilot boat John Loubat, No. 
16, where he had been invited as a guest of 
Pilot McCarthy. Wale on board the 
boat, Schaffer complained of feeling sick. He 
was taken ashore and removed to his hotel, 
where physicians were summoned. They did 
not, however, consider him dangerously ill. 
Schaffer was seen to leave the hotel yesterday 
morning and an hour later was found dead, 
Friends claimed the body and had it removed 
to this city. Death was due to heart disease. 
The body was removed to 35 West Fifty-first- 
atreet last night. Schaffer was thirty-one years 
old and was born in Illinois. He was ason of 
ex-Gov. Schaffer of Utah and a nephew of Will- 
iam F, Schaffer of this city.

During the laying of the Atlantic cable she 
assisted, in company with the British man-of- 
war Agamemnon, the Niagara working from 
the American side. When in mid ocean, and in 
company, the two vessels decided to procoed to 
Cork with all possible speed. it is authorita- 
tively stated by those who were on tho Niagara 
at the time that she beat the Agamemnon by 
fovrteen days, notwithstanding a heavy load 
of cable wire carried in the hold.

THE POTOMAC A TORRENT 
RUSHING THROUGAR WASHING- 
10NS STREETS. 


GREAT DESTRUCTION WROUGHT BY THE 


FLOODS IN THE SOUTH AND SEVERAL 
LIVES ‘LOST. 

‘WASHINGTON, June 2.—The Potomac River 
reaches to-day. to the sidewalk on the north side 
of Pennsylvania-avenue. The Pennsylvania 
station at Sixth-street and the avenue can be 
approached only by the boats thas have been 
paddled profitably all day through most ef the 
streets between Pennsylvania-avenue and the 
Smithsonian Reservation. The station was 
abandoned yesterday for all traffic purposes, 
and there are now several inches of water above 
the floor of the waiting rooms and the landing 
platforms outside, 

.Everybody in the city has been excited and 
curious to-day, and the edges of all the flooded 
streets and the points that commanded a view 
of the swollen and angry Potomac have been 
thronged since early morning. The avenue 
cars are still running through the water at 
Third-street, and the Botanical Garden, oppo- 
site this point, is oné broad pond, with three 
feet of water in the greenhouses. Guests at the 
8t. James Hotel have fourdit necessary sines 
midnight of Saturday to take boats to reach 
the opposite side of the avenue, or to use cabs, 
which drove through the water and from the 


sidewalk to the door of the house, to enable 
passengers to alight with dry feet. Skiffs were 
able to navigate the avenne comfortably and 
with profit to their owners .. for-séeveral, hours, 
and they may be brought into use again on the 
rise of the tide to-night. 

The Potomac is a raging torrent, rushing 
along atthe rate of about ten mules an hour, 
With a prodigioueg noise and with fearful force. 
It had risen so rapidly and steadily last night 
as to threaten toinundate the lowest parts of 
the city, but not untilthe last of the flood 
tide did it begin to dispute with the carriages 
and street cars the possession uf Pennsylvania- 
avenue. All along the river edge, from George- 
town to the United States Arsenal at the 

unction of the Potomac and the Eastern 
ranch, there has been @& great deal of 
destruction. The Analostan Clubhouse was 
torn from its moorings and carried away. The 
Potomac Clubhouse was also flooded; the Canoe 
Club lost their barge by collapse, and the Co- 
lumbia Athletic Clubhouse is still under water 
to its second story, with the current tearing 
around it with the speed and noise of a mill 
race. 

Thousands of tons of coal stored on wharves 
supposed to be hign and dry, and piles of lum- 
ber regarded as beyond danger, nave been 
washed off with the flood or carried away by it 
beyond the possibility of recovery by the own- 
ers. Alarge number of pour negroes who oc- 
cupied wretched hovels along the water's edge 
within the line of the Potomac River improve- 
ment were driven from their beds at midnight 
and are now awaiting the subsidence of the 
flood, and bewailing the loss of clothing and 
sinall stocks of fowl. 

The Potomac River improvement is damaged 
to an extent that no one is able at this time to 
estimate. The dredging that has been the slow 
work of years has probably been undone toa 
great extent, and Col. Hains fears that the ex- 
pensive sea wall that was built te retain the re- 
claimed area has been seriously injured. The 
back water set in across the low lands about the 
Washington Monument anda encroached upon 
the White Lot, just behind the White House. ‘he 
propagating ponds of the Fish Commission, 
filled with fine carp and goldfish, were over- 
tlowed, becoming a part of a vast water area 
communicating with the Potomac, and it is 
feared that most of tie fish have escaped. Large 
carp have been caught at several points along 
the flooded streets. : 

Every vehicle that could be broucht into use 
in the city bas been busy to-day carrying pas- 
sengers tv points where they could obtain a good 
view of the river or its extended shores. The 
Long Bridge, the bridge at Georgetown, bullt 
upon the agen of the old canal aqueduct, and 
ail the high points between, were thronged with 
spectators. The ayenue was unusuaily lively 
with carriages and pedestrians,and the street car 
lines did an extraordinary business. Although 
the report that the Potomac has fallen aix feet 
at Harper’s Ferry is encouraging to the owners 
of tiooded cellars, it is feared that the daw- 
ming of the river at the Long Bridge may cause 
a resumption of last night’s situation when the 
high tide of to-night 1s full. 


CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va, June 2.—The streams 
have overflowed and the railroads leading into 
this city are greatly damaged. The bridges 
are gone. Many trains for the north are de- 
tuined, and the city is full of strangers. The 
first train since Thursday came through on the 
Chesapeake and Obio to-day. 

MARTINSBURG, West Va., June 2.—The valleys 
of the Potomac and Shenandoah and the Valley 
of the Cumberland are stricken regions. No one 
can tell how much they have been devastated 
by the extraordinary overfiow of every river, 
creek, and brook in them. The number of lives 
lost cannot be estimated. As well as we can 
make out, the flood at Johnstown, Penn., its un- 
surpassed by anytning of its kind, but the floods 
in this regiun are greater in extent, if notin 
the destruction of life. ‘ 

THE TIMES’S correspondent got here while try- 
ing toreach Johbnstuwn by a roundabout way, 
having been checked at Harrisburg, Penn. He 
was compelled to cross the bridge of the Cum- 
beriand Valley Railroad at Williamsport on foot. 
The Potomac Kiver was tearing. at the bridge 
almost irresistibiy. Twenty minutes later the 
bridge went down, and so the correspondent 
wus “pocketed” with no means vf communica- 
tion by telegraph or railroad. 

The Potomac River 1s nine feet higher than it 
Was ever known to be before. Ithas burst its 
banks and drowned the lands. Every house on 
these lands for milea has been swept away. 
Before the Cumberiand Valley Railroad bridge 
went down under tne force of the Potomac and 
biows of driftwood, wrecked houses, and canal- 
boats the Shepherdstown foot bridge waa car- 
ried away. Aillthe wreckage down the river 
beat against the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad 
bridge at Harper’s Kerry. News has come here 
that that bridge is yet standing, anchored by 
ten locomotives and ws train of coal hoppers, but 
that the water is pouring Over it, reavhing up 
to the boilers of the locomotives. The Baltimore 
ard Onio Road is washed out in many places. 
Westward of here the Potomac is roliing over 
the tracks. At Cherry Run the water is fifteen 
teet deep over the ralls. 

Rumors are rife here that Cumberland is 
drowned out and that .mapy hves hava been 
lost, but no trustworthy information can be se- 
cured. Tuscarora Creek has poured a food 
through the lower part of Martinsburg and car- 
ried away several warehouses. 

Water is everywhere. 1t rushes down the hill- 
sides and makes every Meadow a quagmire. Jt 
has washed the seed out of newly-planted flelds. 
It fills to the brim every depression in the land. 
Nothing like the downpour of Thursday and 
Friday was ever known here. It was preceded 
by acycione that tore a pathway of 100 feet 
through tields and woods north of here. The 
cyclone carried away several houses, and in one 
of them two men were Killed. How many more 
lives were destroyea by it can only be conject- 
ured. 

Such a universal stoppage of railroad travel 
was never known before. Bridges are down on 
every line. The Chesapeake and Ohio Canal has 
been utterly destroyed. This takes a great 
factor tinaily out vf the politics of Maryland. 


THE FLOODS IN NEW-YORK. 


THIRTEEN LIVES REPORTED LOST AT 
CORNING. 

Evtmira, N. Y., June 2.—The water here last 
night was from a foot toafoot anda half higher 
than ever before known. This afternoon two 
bodies floated down the river. A roof upon 
which three persons were clinging is said te 
have passed by the city last night. The body 
of a female baby was washed ashore this after- 
noon in the lower portion of the city. 

The Erie Railroad bridge was anchored inv its 
place last nighc by two trains of loaded [freight 
cars. The water rose to the cars, which, with 
the bridge, acted as a dam and forced the 
water back through the city on the north side 
of the Chemung Kiver, where the principal 
business houses are situated. The water cov- 
ered the streets to a depth of two or three feet 
and the basements of the stores were quickly 
flouded, causing thousands of dollars of dam- 
age.

The 
entire population was up all night moving to 
the second stories. The water reached the 
highest point at 9:30, which was within eight 
inches of the flood of 1865. At 12 @ecloox it 
began to recede. All bridges are down from

Three men came down from Williamsport in 
a boat this afternoon and reported the loss o1 
twenty-five lives at that — of persons who 
were watching a bridge collapse. he loss here 
was very small. 


TELEGRAPH WIRES ALL RIGHT. 

The Western Union Telegraph Company 
yesterday succeeded in re-establishing a part of 
the service in the devastated Pennsylvania dis- 


trict destroyed by the great storm. The com- 
panvy’s wires through that region follow the 
populous route of the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
As the railroad is continually crossing and re- 
crossing the Conemaugh River, which was the 
main artery for the greatrush of water, the 
bridges were destroyed and.with them went 
the attached telegraph wires. This completely 
destroyed the service between Harrisburg and 
Pittsburg, a distance of 249 miles. Absolutely 
no telegraphic communication could be had, ex- 
cept with Altoona, New-Florence, and other 
towns adjacent to the scene of disaster. The 
company at once sent out its linemen 
to work from Pittsburg east, apd yeseter- 
day..the good news was received that 
the line was open from Pittsvurg to 
Johnstown. This work re-established ali regu- 
lar connections between those points, and put 
in operation six direct wires to Johnstown. A 
corps of first-class operators was sent on from 
Pittsburg, and direct news,of the fearful loss of 
lifeand property began tu arrive. A message to 
General Superintendent Tinker said that it was 
impossible to conceive the horror of the situa- 
tion. Thriving Jobnstown was practically wiped 
out ana a half dozen other towns wore totally 
demolisned. As for the loss of life, it was im- 
possible to even estimate it. No organized 
search for bodies had then been attempted, yet 
thousands Were being recovered. It would ba 
a week at least before the dreadful condition of 
affairs could be fully realized, and there was 
every indieation that the number of dead would 
exceed 10,000. The dispateh continued tbat 
the living were enduring the greatest bard- 
ships. After reaching Johnstown the telograph 
men pushed on eastward, and will continue to 
make connections until the entire line is open 
west of Harrisburg, 

At the Western Union Building yesterday 
hundreds of people who had relatives, friends, 
or property in the devastated region anxiously 
inquired whether some communication could 
not be sent there. These were told that connec- 
tions had been made, but it was practically use 
less to send private messages, as they could 
not be delivered at the other end. This answer 
Was given in consequence of advices from 
Johnstown saying that the dead wore so many 
and the living so scattered that it wae an im- 
possibility to fiad an addressed individual. In 
spite of this, scores of touching messages of in- 
quiry were sent off to take the chances, but vo 
auswers were received. The openivg up of the 
telegraph communication, however, gives the 
newspapers an opportunity to furnish full de- 
tails as fastas they can be secured, and so re- 
lieve the suspense that has been eudured for 
the past two days. 

The following dispatch was received at the 
Western Union otfice last evening from Pitte- 

urg: ‘We have an office just this side of 
Johnstown, on the bill. Can deliver nothing, 
and can’t tell when deliveries will be resumed. 
Take everything subject to delay.” 


TROUBLE WITH THE MAILS. 


“T want the people of New-York to know 
how much they are indebted to the courtesy ef 
the officials of the Pennsylvania Railroad for 
the promptness with which the Western mail 
was bDroucht back to this city Saturday,” said 
Superintendent Jackson of the Railway Mail 
Service yesterday. “They made up a special 
train at Harrisburg and gave us tne right of 
way over the road in order to get it baok here 
in time to connect with the Central. ‘Tha 
premptness with which they notified us of the 
closing of their lines has enabled us to handle 
the Western mail vory expeditiously.” 

Mr. Bradley, Superintendent Jackson’s assist- 
ant, said: “if there were only one avenue 
closed it would be a comparatively easy thing 
to arrange, but we reeeive word that a line is 
closed, and before we can complete arrange- 
ments for sending over another line, a telegram 
will announce that a bridge is down or a wash: 
out has closed that line. The situation through- 
out Central and Western New-York and Penn- 
sylvania ia simply that of an absolute cessation 
of the mails. Woare sending through Western 
mails without delay over the New-York Central 
lines. Philadelphia Das been sending al) of her 
Western mail via New-York, and I[ have jusi 
wired Raltimore that unless the Baltimora 
and Ohio gets its tracks open to-night, 1% 
may do the same thing. Ihave not heard of 
any mail being lost, but the cars that were on 
the trains reported in the newspapers to be los? 
at Conemaugh have yet to be heard from.” 

No mailfrom Washington via the Pennsyl 
vania Road has reached here, as there is a wash- 
out at Washington for a mile and a half. A 
portion of the Wasbington raail was brought up 
yesterday. morning over the Baltimore and Chio, 
which is not a post line from this city to Wash- 
ington. Eight carloads of Western mai) that 
were started on the Ponnsylyania Road on Fri- 
day night and Saturday morning, and were uaa 
ble to pass Harrisburg, were returned to this city 
on Saturday night, and transferred by wasona 
to the Now-York Central and left on a special 
train shortly afterward. The Baltimore and 
Ohio people ho to re-establish connections 
last night with the West beyond Piedmont, 
where thetr line is blocked. If they succeed ir 
doing thia it will relieve the congested condition 
of the Washington and Baitimore Post Offices, 
Superintendent Jackson arranged to have al) 
telegrams roterring to changes in. the condi 
tions of the roads to be forwarded to bis resi- 
dence last night in order to be abie to take in 
stants advantage of favorable changes.

men were allowed to get breakfast after prepar- 
ing to go on the repair train, and it was not 
until 7 o’clook that they started. The Superin- 
tendent in his car, with its rubber coats and 
: boots, its telegraph equipment and powerful 
tools, went ahead. It was drawn by engine No. 
921, under charge of Andy Obambers, the en- 
gimeer who has carried the President and offi- 
cials of the Pennsylvania Railroad over all its 
branches for sixteen years... With Mr. Guicker 
were Secretary W. 8, Read, William K. Beard, 
the master carpenter; THE Times’s reporter, 
and G. F. Irwin, Assistant Trainmaster. 

Never before in its history over so much ter- 
ritory fias the power of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road been so cripplea, but there have been 
breaks between Harrisburg and Philadelphia 
— as bad as this. One was in the flood of 

865,°and again in the iee gorge of 1874. It 
Waa a atriking thing to see this edge of the 
river, for a strip of. seven or eight miles, block- 
ing the ereat highway between the Atlantic and 
the Pacific, over which 200 and sometimes 250 
trains pass daily. Now there has not been one 
for a day and a balf. 

Just where the pioneer train stop , the 8us- 
quebenna lies on the right. Its ordinary bank 
is the Jength of an average city square from 
the car tracks. The usual width of the river is 
alittle over halfa mile across to where the 
Northern Central tracks run, with the rugged 
York County hills rising above. Now all signs 
of a bank were obliterated and the water, up 
half the height ef the trees, had covered the in- 
tervening space, making the raised roadbed its 
brink. More than this, there was a great ex- 

anse of water to the right, on eithemside of the 

ks, higher than the farm fences and wasb- 
ing into the lower stories of burns and houses. 
This water was a continuation of where the 
river stretched across the track, in parts,as far 
as theeye could see, fur several miles to the 
curve near Steelton. 

The engine was stopped facing this sea that 
swept over the track. Logs and roofs of what 
had been human habitations were floating and 
tossing abont on the six-feet depth of water 
about the tracks. At8o’clock Saturday night 
the water was up to the axles of an old gondola 
car that stood onthe track. Now the car was 
almost entirely submerged. There was water 
to the front of the train, water to the right, and 
water to the left. Just ahead of the engine the 
high spire of the glue works with its chimney 
look like the wreck of a steamboat with the 
river beating up againstit. Ahead on the right 
the high spire of the station looked like a canal- 
boat. Men were out everywhere in boats over 
the fleoded area capturing logs, for whicha 
salvage is paid by the owners whose names are 
atamped on the end. 

The river is steadily rising, but Superintendent 
Guicker expects to have trains to Harrisburg 
Monday morning. Every builder, every car- 
penter, and whatever industry into which pine 
and hemloek lumber enters will feel the effects 
of this storm, which 1n a night has swept away 
s0 many millions of the wealth of the rich Key- 
stone State. The beoms above and at Williamsport 
are broken, as also is the boom at Lock Haven, 
where there are more booms than all other 
booms in the State together. It may be said that 
the most marketable timber of the great Sus- 
quehanna district is lost. Hundreds of men 
will be ruined, though many of the lumbermen 
have their logs insured. Some of the millions 
upon millions of logs will be restored, for the 
law allows a salvage of 50 cents for each, but 
nine-tenths will be swept to tidewater, where 
the log pirates of the Chesapeake, who follow 
in the wake of such disasters, will capture and 
boom them with their tugs. Most of the logs 
saved will be caught on the many isiands of the 
Susquehanna, whose owners are hauling them 
in with hooks. Many alittle isiand to-day has 
jogs on it that will pay more salvage than the 
island cost. 

Through the night and all to-day the river 
has been a Monotonous wooden panorama—not 
a few logs nor a few thousand logs, but a whole 
river of logs from bank to bank, rushing at the 
rate of twenty miles an hour. Nor is 1t simply 
@continuous deck or ratt of logs, but many 
thousand in a mass, piled up like cordwood. 
Every few minutes of passage represented a 
joss somewhere of thousands of dollars. Much 
of Williamsport’s capital bas been swept away. 
Sawinilis were working night and day such was 
the demand for lumber. Now they will have to 
stop, and thousands will be idle, for there is 
nothing to saw.

HELPERS *FROM ALL AROUND. 


WILLING HANDS AT THE STRICKEN CITY 
IN THE WORK OF RELIEF. 

PrrrsBurG, Penn., June 2,—The situation at 
Johnstown is growing more critical hourly. An 
order has been sent to an Alleghany concern for 
2,000 coffins, and another to a Pittsburg firm to 
keep making coffins until ordered to stop. . Car- 
loads of supplies are going out daily, but the 
amountis still insuffielent. All the churches 


took up collections for the sufferers to-day. In- 
cluding everything, nearly .one ghundred thou- 
sand dollars bas been raised in two days. 

All night long 500 laborers worked like beav- 
ers on the railroad track, and at 8 o’cloek this 
morning the first train passed over the road 
from Sang Hollow to Johnstown. It was re- 
ceived all along the line with eneers and shouts 
ot joy from the hundreds of sufferers 
who were waiting along the track, eager to 
obtain the supplies contained in the relief 
trains, ithree of whichlay in Sang Hollow 
all night waiting to get through. The first 
train to pass over the reconstructed track was 
that sent out by the citizens of Pittsburg and 
manned by the Americus’ Club. The train 
brought much-needed relief to hundreds of 
starving women andebildren. The ‘‘God thank 
yous” were enough to touch the heart of a 
hardened oynio..... — —— 

The Hungarian éiement is attracting the 
principal part of the attention to-day. For 
twenty-four hours or more they have been 
tolding high -carnival among the ruins and 
committing depredations of the most horrible 
nature. The houses all along the flooded dis- 
trict were ransacked and devastated. Corpses 
were stripped ef clothing, of jewelry, and money. 
Im some cases women’s fingers were cut off 
to secure the rings upon them. One miserable 
wretch who was caught in the act of mutilating 
a@corpse was chased bya crowd of citizens, 
and, when captured, was promptly strung up 
to a telegraph pole. A company of officers 
rescued him before he was dead, much to the 
disgust of many reputable Reople, whose feel- 
\jngs had been desecrated by the sacrilege to 
their relatives. . 

Soon after midnight an attempt was made 
to rob the First National Bank, all of which, 
with the exception of the vauite, had been 
destroyed. The plunderers were diseovered by 
the citizens’ patrol which had been established 
during the night and a lively chase ensued. 
A number of the thieves—six, itis said—were 
shot. It is not known whether any were killed 
or not, as their bodies would have been washed 
eway almost immediately if such had been the 


case. 

Early this morning Adjut. Gen. Hastings ar- 
rivedjat Johnstown trom the Kast, and about the 
game time a squad of sturdy Pittsburg police 
arrived from the West. The Adjutant General 
established a headquarters in tbe city proper. 
and proceeded at once to deputize as many 
citizens as possible. The police were or- 
ganized on the other side of the river 
and by 10 o'clock the whole locality was 
fairly well patrolled. At 2 o’clock thie after- 
noon another big squad of officers went up 
from Pittsburg and Allegheny, so that at pres- 
ent the plunderers have a hard time making 
avy progress. 

The whisky, which was caught in the river by 
the barre) and dealt out in buckets all day yes- 
terday, is largely responsible for the condition 
of the Hungarians to-day. 

It is still impossible to give any accurate idea 
of the number of the dead. Nobody places the 
estimate under 8,000, however, and reliable in- 
formation tends to show tbhatit will reach far 
more. The relief committee is well settled and 
doing good work. The Press Relief Committee 
and that of the Masonic order, which were the 
first on the ground, reached Sang Hollow at 7 
o’olock iast night and pushed on over almost im- 
passible roads to Kearneviile, where a receiving 
station was established at the house of Alexan- 
der Kennedy, President of the Johnstown 
Council. The committee then went ‘across 
the Baltimore and Ohio bridge to the 
city proper, leaving the distributing 
of eupplies to George E. Hawilton of 
Braddock, who, notwithstanding the loss of a 
father and three sisters, was doing steady and 
efficient work to relieve the sufferings of others. 
The amount of clothing and provisions sent in, 
while very lurge, will only lastafew days. and 
more is needed at once. 

The waters ure receding repidly, and by to- 
morrow or next day most of the streets of 
Johnstown will be free from the flood. There 
fs still a wide surging stream separating the 
two parts of the city, however, and it will be 

veral days before communication is thorough- 
fy established. 

The work of repairing tho bridge is going on 

pidly, and it is expected that by Tuesday or 
Woanesday trains will run across it. The great 
yoass of wrecked houses piled up against the 
bridge, comprising about sixty acres, 1s still 
burning.

This is the spirit which pervades the surviv- 
ors, one and all. Personal grief is lost sight of 
in the general feeling of woe and necessity. 


/There isn't time for anything but work. Even 


the women seem to realize this, and there js 
surprisingly little public expression of grief, 
although hearts are so saddened and 
weighed down that they are almost 
numbed. Everybody seems to feel that 16 
is not only a duty but a privilege to.work for 
others, The boatman who, all day yesterday, 
from 3. o’clock in the morning until midnight, 
workefl incessantly rescuing people and carry- 
ing them from one side of the river to 
the other, positively refusei remunera- 
tion from any of the residents of the 
town. Visitors could pay, but others could 
not. In one case a wealthy gentleman insisted 
on his taking $50 for rescuing himself, wife, 
and daughter from the flood. The boatman ro-

ms) and 2,000 bodies are undoubtedly 
buried in the débris. To-day, from the river 
side, it is said hundreds of legs and arms can be 
seen among the logs, but the fire prevents their 
being reached, and the only thing that remains 
to do is te blast the débris and start it down the 
stream. To-morrow will be the most horrible 
day yet, as people are commencing to realize 
their irreparabie losses, and many are breaking 
down. Thereis still a vast amount of work to 
be done and workers are needed. There are al- 
ready far too many sight-seeras and loafers. 

A special trom Greensburg, Penn.,{says: ‘The 
Commissioners and Poor Directors of Indiana, 
Camoria, and Westmoreland Counties will meet 
to-morrow morning at Nineveh to decide upon 
a@ pian for the burial of the dead. It is likely 
that a plot of ground will be selected 
just across the river in Cambria County. and the 
same will be purchased by the three counties. 
One or two long graves will be made and 
the unfortunate dead, as fast as they can be 
found, will be placed there. Poor Board Attor- 
ney Speigel of this county states that 
no expense will be spared in regard to the bur- 
ial of the dead.

THE RUINS OF JOHNSTOWN. 


A TERRIBLE SCENE OF DEATH AND 


DESTRUCTION. 

PITTSBURG, June 2.—The Philadelphia Times’s 
correspondent has just returned from a trip 
through what isleft of Johnstown. The view 
is almost impossible to deseribe. House is piled 
upon house, not such as we see in occasional 
floods of the Western rivers, but the remains of 
two and four storied builaings piled upon the 
top of each other. 

The ruins of what is known as the clubhouse 
are in, perhaps, the best condition of any in 
that portion of the town, but it is certainly 
damagea beyond possibility of repair. On the 
upper floor five bodies are lying uridentified. 


One of them, a woman of genteel birth, judging 
by her dress, is locked in one of the small rooms 
to prevent a possibility of spoliation by wreck- 
ers, who are floeking to the spot from all direc- 
tions, and taking possession of everything they 
can get hold of. 

Here and there bodies can be seen sticking in 
the ruins. Someof the most prominent citi- 
zens are to be seen working with might and 
main to get at the remains of relatives. There 
is no doubt that, wild as the estimates of the loss 
of life and damage to property have been, they 
are‘even larger than there 1s any idea of. Close on 
to two thousand residences lie in kindling wood 
at the lower ena of the town. An idea of the 
eccentricity of the flood may be gathered from 
the fact that houses that were situated at 
Woodvale and points above Johnstown are 
pilea at the lower end of the town, while some 
massive houses have been lifted and carried 
from the lower end as far as the cemetery at the 
extreme upper pertion of the town. 

All through the ruins are scattered the most 

costly furniture and store goods of all kinds. I 
stood on the keyboard and strings ofa piano 
while I watched a number of ghouls break into 
the remains of houses and pilfer them, while 
Others again had got into a supply of 
fine groceries and had broken into a bar- 
rel of tine brandy, and were fairly steeping 
themselves in it. I met quite a number of 
Pittsburgers in the ruins looking for friends and 
relatives. If the skiffs which were expected 
from Pittsburg would arrive they could be made 
of vast assistance in reaching the ruins, which 
are separated by thedifferent streams frem sur- 
rounding hills, 
A great fear is felt that there will be some 
difficulty in restoring the stream to its proper 
channel. Its course now lies right along Main- 
street and is about two hundred feet wide. 


THE TRACK OF THE TORRENT. 


GEOGRAPHY OF THE COUNTRY SWEPT 
BY THE FLOOD. ; 

The centre of the great disaster that has 
laid waste the valley of the Conemaugh is forty 
miles north of the Maryland State line and nine- 
ty-two miles east of Pittsburg. Here, in Cam- 
bria County, the South Fork Creek finds it source 
in the western watershed of the Alleghany 
Mountains. Near its mouth it broadens, spread- 
ing out over a little basin and forming the now 
memorable Conemaugh Lake—a lake that was 
little more thana pond untiladam had been 
built at its mouth for the purpose of storing up 
its waters and increasing their depth and ex- 


panse, at first for commercial and economic 
purposes, and, when they failed_as a m@tive, 
then for pleasure purposes. - a 

From this dam the South Fork Is only a 
mountain brook down to the village of South 
Fork, four miles distant, where it assumes the 
name of the Oonemaugh River. The stream 
flows thence through a fertile region, but 
hemmed into narrow channels here and there 
by the abrupt walls of the foothills of the 
Alleghanies, southwest to Johnstown, where it 
isjommed by Paint Oreek, another mountain 
atream that has its source in the mountains 
thirty miies to the sonthward, From this point 
the stream winds with many an abrupt and 
serpentine turn in a northwesterly direction to 
Saltsburg, where it mects and joins with Loyal- 
hanna Creek, another mountain stream having 
its source in the Alleghanies, and they together 
form the Kiskimiuitas River, that continues on 
in the same general direction to its confluence 
with the Ailegheny River ut Freeport or Will- 
iam Penn Junction, thirty wiles from 
Pittsburg. The Pennsylvania Railroad follows 
the windings of the rivers named, with frequent 
crossings, ali the way from South Fork to Pitts- 
burg, but the main line of the railroad lies nearly 
due east across country trom Pittsburg to 
Blairsville Junction, twenty-tive miles below 
Johnstown, where 1t strikes the Conemaugh 
River, and thereafter follows its course through 
Bolivar, New-Florence, Nineveb, Sang Holiow, 
Johnstuwn, Conemaugh, Mineral Point, aud 
South Fork, continuing thence easterly and 
northerly to Cresson, Altoona, and Tyrone. 

A chain of pretty little villages ana towns 
and prosperous cities nestled in the Conemaugh 
Valley before the great catastrophe, beginning 
with South Fork, which is tour miles beiow the 
dam at Conemaugh Lake, and which must have 
been the firstto receive the impaet of the ver- 
rible volume of waters. Next below South 
Fork, was Mineral Point, a little mining village, 
three miles distant. Then came Conemaugh, 
four miles down the stream, a post borough of 
4,000 inhabitants, with four churches and sev- 
eraliron mills. A mule below luy Weodvale, a 
subarb of Johnstown, with many pretty reai- 
dences, having @ population of 2,000. Cambria 
City adjolned it, with a population of 2,500, 
and then came Johnstown, that bad rapidly in- 
creased in populativun 10 recent years until now 
it contained 40,000 inhabitants. Across the 
river lay Conemaugh Rorovugh, another resi- 
dence suburb of Johnstown, with a population 
ot 3,000, Just below this point was the heavy 
stone bridge of the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
with its iow arches, aguinst which the wreck, 
age of the cities, railroad bridges, locoimotives- 
cars, and trees accumulated in a gigantic gorge 
that towered thirty feet over the top of tue 
bridge, and established a barrier through which 
the waters tlitered only in little jets. The greet 
body of the torrents from the broken dam 
backed up against this gorge untii it rose above 
the tops of the remaining houses and inun- 
dated every square foot of the doomed city. 

Below this bridge was the little hamiet of 
Sheridan, of which nothing has yet been heard, 
Sang Hollow, @ telegraph station, 1s six milos 
below Johnstown; four miles further is the vil- 
lage of Nineveh. at asharp bend in the river, 
where over two thousand bodies were taken 
trom the eddying river and several thrilling 
rescues were effected. New-Florence is tive 
miles further down the Conemaugh, fifteen 
miles from Johnstown. Snedid not altogether 
eecape disaster. Bolivar, the most fertile 
source of first information about the disaster, ia 
five miles away, and Saltsburg, where the 
Kiskiminitas Kiver 8, 18 twenty imiles

THE OLDER COUNTRIES ONLY EXCEL- 
LING THIS IN LOSS OF LIFE. 

Inundations and floods following upon 
long-continued and Voluminous rains, or sud- 
denly upon the bursting of a waterspont or 
rain cloud, bave at long intervals in the world’s 
history been destructive of whole communi- 
ties and thonsands and tens and hundreds of 
thousands of human beings. In the Christian 
era, disasters of this character that are com- 
parable with the Conemaugh calamity number 
nearly a hundred. Of such as are fully authen- 


ticated in history, England, Holland, Franee, 
Germany, Austria, and China have been the 
scene. America has séldom deen visited by such 
calamities, owing it may be to the sparse popu- 
lation of Der low lands. 

Invasions of the sea have been most prelific 
of human sacrifice, the first tecorded instance 
being in A. D. 353, when Cheshire, England, 
was inundated ant 3,000 people perished. 
April 17, 1421, the sea broke through the dikes 
at Dort and submerged seventy-two towns and 
cities and drowned 100,000 people. A similar 
disaster occurred again in Holland in 1530, 
when the number of the drowned is said to 
have reached 400,000, 

But inundations by sea are hardly comparable 


tries from cloud-bursts and heavy rains, and 
trom burstings of reservuirs. Of this olass of 
disasters the record is prolitic, but in by far the 
sreat majority of instanves the losses have been 
confined to property, with but small loss in 
human lives. ‘here ure a number, however, 
that are eelebrated for their wholesale fatalities. 
In 1483 the Severn, in Great Britain, over- 
flowed during ten days aud carried away men, 
women, and children in their beds aud covered 
the tops of many hills. The waters settied upon 
the lands und were known for a century there- 
after as the Great Waters. In 1617 Catalonia, 
in Spain, was visited by an inundation and 
50,000 people were drowned. 

The early part of the present. century was 
prolitic of floods in Central Europe. April 14, 
1802, Lorea, a city in Marcia, in Spain, was de- 
stroyed by the giving way of a reservoir and 
1,000 persons were drowned. In Hungary 
twenty-four villagés around Pesth were swept 
away With their inhabitants by the overtlow of 
the Danube in April, 1811. During toe next 
month a cloud burst over Salop during a storm, 
and many persons perished. By an overflow 
of the Danube in September, 1813, a Turkish 
corps of 4,000 men on an island near 
Widin were surprised and swept away to 
instant death During the same storm 
6,000 inhabitants of Silesia were drowned ana 
the ruin of the Freuch army under Macdonald 
was accelerated by the floods; in Poland, also, 
4,000 lives were lost by the floods. 1n 1833 
China was visited by @ severe inundation 
caused by heavy rains, and 10,000 houses in 
Canton were swept away and about 1,000 
persons perished. Equally heavy losses were 
reported from other parts of China, The River 
Rhone, in France, overflowed its banks in Octo- 
ber and Nevembder, 1840, inundating. over 
60,000 acres, submerging Lyons, Avignon, 
Marseilles, and other cities, carrying away 
hundreds of houses and drowning hundreds of 

eople. By the bursting of # reservoir above 

radford, England, Maroh 11, 1864, over 250 
persons lost their lives. 

The American record of fatal inundations 
begins with the flooding of 1.600 housesin New- 
Orieans, May 12, 1849, and grout privation and 
loss of life. The memorable Mill River disaster 
near Northampton, Mass., May 16, 1874, when 
several villages were destroyed and over 150 
persons lost their lives threugh the bursting of 
adam, was the first great calamity of its kind 
in this country and resembles very closely the 
Johnstown calamity in all save its loss of hfe— 
paling into insignificance in this respect in com- 
parison with the present horror. Eureka, Nev., 
was swept by à waterspout in July of the 
same year, and about 30 persons perished; 
and onthe 27th of that month Pittsburg and 
Allegheny City were deluged with rain and over 
220 persons were swept downto death in the 
torrents. 

In June, 1875, alarge part of Toulouse was 
destroyed by the rising of the Garonne, and 
nearly 1,000 persons were drowned. Great 
storms swept over India in September, 1875; 
Ahmedabad was inundated and 20,000 persons 
were left homeless. Hungary, Northern Italy, 
and Spain were again visited by severe floods in 
Maroh and October, 1879, and in Spain over 
1,000 lives were lost. What was probably the 
most widespread and devastating inundation 
that ever occurred in America visited the Mis- 
sissippi Valley in February, 1882, when that 
mighty river burst all bounds and spread over 
the country on both sides from 8t. Louis to 
the Gulf of Mexico, making in some 
places an inland sea over a hundred 
miles wide. But the loss of life was trivial 
in comparison with a similar flood and inunda- 
tion of the Yellow River in China in Decempber, 
1887. By that rising of the waters a populous 
district of 10,000 square miles was over- 
whelmed, 3, ,000 persons were driven trom 
their ruined homes, and 750,000 others per- 
ished in the waters.

ANXIETY IN THIS CITY. 


RAILROAD OFFICES CROWDED WITH 
SEEKERS AFTER INFORMATION. 

Many sad scenes are witnessed daily 
at the offices of the Pennsylvania Rafiroad in 
Jersey City, and Division Superintendent Craw- 
ford is bearing patiently the brunt oft an enor- 
mous volume of reasonable and unreasonable 
interrogation. He has temporarily made the 
train dispatcher’s room his headquarters, and 
there he listens to and answers as readily and 
fully as he is able the questions put to him. 
Fathers and mothers whose children left on 


trains from the West and have not been heard 
trom since, husbands anxious abeut wives and 
wives anxious avout husbands, children, many 
of them quite young, bewildered alike at the 
absence of expected parents and at their own 
inability to grasp the situation as set forth in 
railroad technicalities—these form the bul of 
those who are besieging the Superintendent 
and beseeching him for facts regarding their 
dear ones. 

One of the most persistent inquirers was a 
Nebraska farmer, who gave his name as Robert 
Watt, and wanted information regarding his 
wife and two children who had left Chicago at 
10:30 Thursday morning and were duein this 
city at 4 o’clock Friday afternoon. He wanted 
to be taken where that train was.. The best 
comfort that Mr. Crawford eould give him was 
the assurance that the train. was sumewhere 
‘near Johnstewn, and that he believed its passen- 
gers were all right. 

Toa ‘Limes reporter Mr. Crawford said that 
thus far he had been are with very littie 
information from the Philadelphia offices, and 
most of his knowledge of what had been going 
on in the flooded district came from the news- 
papers. He did not have much to say about the 
Chicago day express—the train from which, 
when it was surrounded by water, @ number of 
panic-stricken passengers leaped and were 
drowned. He knew thatit was a large train, 
had several sleepers attached to it, and cen- 
tained probably 300 passengers. ‘* This train is 
stillat Conemaugh,” he said. ‘‘As far as we 
understand, the passengers managed to make 
their way to the mountains, and I suppose they 
nave returned to the train by this time. That 
is certainly the most comfortable place availa- 
ble for them at present, The ople on the 

Chicago limited train are, we believe, all safe at 
Ebensburg. : 

“Many of the passengers who started west 
by our trains and were not able to get beyond 
Harrisburg have been forwarded by us to their 
destinations by way of the New-York Central. 
We are carrying people to-day west as far as 
Harrisburg, no further. Travel to that point 
was suspended only six hours. We have dis- 
continued ail our Western trains nominally fur 
three days, but you know as well as any of us 
whether we shall be able toresume them in that 
time.’ 

Among persons in search of information re- 
garding missing friends known to have been 
within scope of the disaster was Mr. E. A. 
Everle of this city, an actor, Whose wife isa 
member of the “ Night Off company, which has 
been playing of late in a Weatern Pennsylvania 
circuit. The company played at Johnstown 
Thursday bight, and left there Friday morning 
to appear at Altoona that evening. Mr. Eberle 
began his work of. inquiry at Jersey City at 10 
o’clock yesterday morning, andin the afternoon 
he received the following telegram from Gen- 
eral Manager Pugh of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
ate ‘Transportation Department in Philadel- 
phia: 

“Replying to your message as to the ‘Night Off’ 
troupe, the conductor reports ten tickets given in 
by 10s members, and all its members safe. He got 
the names of Mrs. K. A. Eberle, Pearline Willard, 
and Bertha Livingstone.” 

“Looking for a Pennsylvania Railroad time 
table?” said a gentioman at the Astor House 
yesterday afternoon to another, who was anx- 
lously examining therailrosed time tables spread 
out in front of the ticket office in the corridor. 
The gentleman addressed acknowledged that 
such was the object of his search; whereupon 
the other said: ** Your labor will be wasted, I’m 
afraid. I don’t believe yon’ll be able to find 
one here or in any other of the places where 
tney are placed for frée distribution. ‘There 
has been a big run on them ever since the pews 
of the Johnstown disaster arrived. I leoked 
through the time-table boxes of half a dozen of 

the up-town hotels, but was not able to tind 
one of the Pennsylvania Road this mornin...” 

About 150 east-bound passengers on the Penn- 
sylvania Road who had been delayed tn Pibtts- 
burg arrived at the Grand Central Station yes- 
sterday morning at 11:30 over the New-York 

Central and Hudson River Railroad, Some of 
them were eighteen hours late from Chicago 
and others had a much 6 od delay. A. W. 
Bartlett, who lives at the Everett House, in 
this city, was oneof the party. He left Chicage 
on the 5 e’clock limited express over the Penn- 
sylvania and arrived in Pittsburg . Saturday 
morning. There he found the station packed 
with ple waiting to get away. While there 
Mr. Bartlett saw and heard enough to convince 
him thatthe repurfte of the creat horror were 
not exaggorated in the alightest degree. 
* Whon train ran the Alls- 
gheny River going into Pittsburg,” he said, 
“IT noticed that the , Was

was floating about. Y thought that some of age

ploture on the river. Every conceivable thing 
in the way of housenold goods, roofs ef houses, 
dead animals, doors, blinds, and a vast number 
of other things were floating rapidly down on 
the swollen stream. A sort of raft with three 
bodies upon italso came down. There were 
two women and one man. They were taken out 
of the water near Pittsburg, aud I understand 
one of the women was saved. 

“Thave been through Johnstown three or 
four times, and the last time I was there, a 
month or two ago, I took particular pains to 
notice what a very thrifty place it was. The 
houses and faetories were all well built, and 
ood circum- 
stances. The town was in a basin in the 
mountains and the dam that did all the damage 
was ina basin above it. From what I learned 
in Pittsburg I feel certain that Johnstown is 
absolutely demolished. Digging it out will be 
like digging out one of those Egyptian cities of 
antiquity. In.coming down the mountain side 
the flood carried with it rocks, trees, and every- 
thing else that was in its path. These com- 
pags buried the town. Ido notthink that the 

oss of life has been overestimated. From what 
I know of the town I do not see how the people 
could have escaped.” 

Mrs. J. F. Gageberg and her sister, Misa Fenn, 
both of Johnstown, were guests at the Conti- 
nental Hotel, Twentieth-street and Broadway, 
when the news of the great disaster to their 
home reached them through the newspapers 
Saturday morning. Mrs. Gageberg’s husband 
was one of Johnstown’s prowinent citizens, and 
the family stood high in that section. The 
ladies had come on here to do some shopping, 
and when they heard of the disaster their grief 
was something heartrending. Their one idea 
was to get back tg the place that had been their 
home 4s soon as possibile, and leaving their bag- 
Kage at the hotel they took the first train that 
would carry them anywhere near Johnstown. 
As they were leaving one of the ladies saia to 
Mr. Thompson, the clerk of the Continental: “I 
hope that [ am prepared for the worst, but I 
fear that when I get home I will find that 
friends, relatives, home, and everything are all 
gone.” 

At the Communipaw station yesterday all 
Baltimore and Ohio and Philadelphia and Reaa- 
ing trains running east of Washington were 
arriving on time. Many passengers who had 
taken trains for points west were returning, 
having been unable to get beyond Washington, 
beyond which pvint no trains were running.

ALLEGHENY CITY’S VISITATION. 


— — 


A FLOOD’ IN 1874 WHEN OVER 200 
LIVES WERE LOST. 

This is not the first time that Western 
Pennsylvania has been visited by deluge, inun- 
dations, and consequent great loss of life A 
raincloud broke with terrible violence over 
Pittsburg and Allegheny City about 8 o’clock 
Sunday evening, July 26, 1874, and so far as 
loss of human life was concerned resulted in 
the greatest calamity that had visited the city 
up to that time. There was no wind, buta 
steady down pouring ef immense volumes of 
water. Pittsburg itself escaped with great loss 
of property only, but in addition to Immense 
property losses in Allegheny City 220 of her 
inhabitants in the low-lying districts were over- 
whelmed and drowned in the torrents that 
poured down through the ravines and creeks that 
seamed the Seventh, Tenth, and Eleventh 
Wards of the city, and swept an entire settie- 
ment in the valley of Butcher’s Run down into 
the Allegheny. 

When the rain began falling but little appre- 
hension was entertained, but those who lived 
near the head of the valley stated thatsuddenly 
1t seemed as if the heavens opened and the 
water came down as if discharged from im- 
mense pipes. The valley was at once filled 
with a raging torrent, and frame dwellings, 
stables, stores, aud slaughter houses were 
swept like driftwood down to therivér. Many 
little children had already been put to bed for 
the night and grown people were preparing for 
repose, for the evening had been stormy, and 
all of them were overtaken in pitchy darkness, 
Only little could be done in the way of rescue, 
for every man had himself to look after, and 
that night only sixty bodies of the dead were 
recovered. But by evening of the next day 216 
had been taken from the banks of the rivers 
where they were stranded by the receding 
floods end for nearly a week afterward corpses 
were found.

A RACE WITH THE FLOOD. 


THRILLING ADVENTURE OF TWO RAIL- 
ROAD MEN. 

JOHNSTOWN, Penn., June 2.—H. M. Bennett 
and F. W. Keltz, engineer and conductor of 
Engine No. 1,165 and an extra freight which 
happened to be lying at South Fork when the 
dam broke, telegraphed the story of their 
wonderful flight and escape on the lo- 
comotive before the advancing flood. 
At ‘the. time mentioned SBennett and 
Keltz were inthe signal tower at that point 
awaiting their orders. The fireman and flag- 
man were on the engine-and two brakemen 
were asleep in the caboose. Suddenly the 
men in the tower heard a loud pbooin- 
ing roar in the valley above them. They 
looked in the direction of the sound, and were 


almost transfixed with horror to see, two miles 
above them, a huge black wall of water, at 
least 150 feet in height, rushing down the val- 
ley upon them. 

One look the fear-stricken men gave the 
awful sight, and then they made arush for the 
locomotive, at the same time giving the 
alarm to the sleeping brakemen in the 
caboose with loud ories, but with no 
avail. It was impossible to aid them 
further, however, sothey cut the engine loose 
from the train and the engineer, with one wild 
wrench threw the lever wide open, and they 
Were away on & mad race for life. 

For a moment 1t seemed that they would not 
receive momentuin enough to keep aheaa of the 
flood, and they east one despairing glance back, 
They could see the awful deluge approaching 
in its might. On itcame, rolling and roar- 
ing like some titanic monster, tossing 
and tearing houses, sheds and _ trees 
in its awful speed asif they were mere toys. 
As they looked they saw the two brakemen 
rush out of the cab, but they had not time 
to gather the slightest idea of the cause 
of their doom before the cab. and sig- 
nal tower were tossed high in the aur, 
to disappear forever in the engulfing water. 
Then with ashudder, as if at last it compre- 
hended its peril, the engine leaped forward 
like a thing of life and speéded down the val- 
ley. But, fast as it went, the flood gained 
upon, them. Hope, however. was in thse as- 
cendant, for if they could but get across the 
bridge below, the track would lead toward the 
hillside in such a manner that they would be 
comparatively safe. 

In a few moments the shrieking locomo- 
tive whizzed around the curve, and they 
were in sight of the bridge. But ahead of 
them was a freight train with the rear 
end almost on the bridge, and to get across 
was simply impossible. Engineer Bennett 
then reversed the lever and succeeded in check- 
ing the engine as they glided across the bridge. 
and they jumped and ran for their lives up the 
hillsides as the bridge and tender of the loeo- 
motive they had been on were swept away like 
a bundle of matches in the torrent.

STATE OF NEW-YORK. 
PROCLAMATION BY THE GUVERNOR, 

A disaster unparalleled of its kind in the history 
of our Nation has overtaken the inhabitants of the 
city of Johnstown and surrounding towns in 
our sister State of Ponnsylvania. In conse- 
quence of a mighty flood, theusands of lives have 
Deen lost, and thousands of those saved from 
the waters are homeless and in want. The 
sympathy of all the people of the Stateof New- 
York is profoundiy aroused in behalf of the un- 
fortunate sufferers bv the calamity. The State, in 
ite capacity as such, has no power to aid, but 
the generenus-hearted citizens of our State are 
always ready and willing to afford reliet to those of 
their fellow-countrymen who are in need, whenever 
just appeal has been made. 

Therefore, as the Governor of the State of New- 
York, I hereby suggest thatin each city and town 
of the State relief committees be tormed, contribu. 
tions be solicited, and such other appropriate action 
be taken ae will promptiy afford material assist- 
ance and unnecessary ald tothe unfortunate. Let 
the citizens of every portien of the State vie with 
each other in helping with liberal hand this worthy 
ana urgent cause.

SYMPATHY FROM ABROAD.

A. CLOUDBURST IN CANADA. 


BRIDGES. AND DAMS, CARRIED AWAY AND 


HOUSES FLOODED. . 

CoBuRG, Ontario, June 2.—Heavy rains have 
fallen in this district lately. This morning what 
appeared to be a large hoay of water passed 
over the town in a northwesterly direction, and 
burst when about two miles distant. In & few 


Minutes small creeks became rivers and all 
bridges ‘and dams between where the burst vo- 
curred and Lake Ontario were carried away 
and the railway embankment was destroyed. 
Many houses were inundated and the inmates 
had to be rescued in boats. In the town all cel- 
lars in the business portion were flooded, the 
water in some instances rising above store 
floors. Farmers lose heavily, many crops in 
the flelds having been swept away. The loss is 
estimated at $500,000. 





A OANAL DESTROYED. 


BALTIMORE, June 2.—The Chesapeake and Ohio 
Canal, running from Cumberland, Md,,to Géorge- 
town, D. C., a distance of 184 miles, is wrecked 


beyond repair. President John Quincy Adams 
began the work in the presence uf Congress. 
It cost nearly $12,000,000 to build. Is has 
never been productive, and it has sunk for 
the State of Maryland, in pringipal and inter- 
est, over $15,000,000. It connected the bitu- 
Tainous coal regions of Maryland and Weat 
Virginia with tidewater. It has been a power 
inthe practical politics of the State, and its 
finances have long been on the verge of bank- 
ruptoy. - 

The canal was the first great work of its kind 
in this country. George Washington was its 
projector. As early as 1774 he secured the 
passage of a law by the Legislature of Virginia 
for the opening of the Potomac to navigation, 
butit was not until 1820 that the work was 
pushed with vigor. The real commencement of 
the work wason the 4th of July, 1828, when 
President Adams broke the ground. Twenty- 
two years were spent in its construction. In 
the 184 mijes it has a total rise of 609 feet. A 
part of it goes tbrough a tunnel that 
cost $2,000,000 to construct. Among its 
Presidents was Arthur P, Gorman, now United 
States Senator. Tue floods of Friday swept 
away embankments that cost thousands of dol- 
lars. Most of the locks are gone, anu the canal 
and the Potomuc River for long distances are 
now practically one body of water. Many canal- 
boats are swamped, and about ten thousand 
tons of coal were caughten route and washed 
away. At Williamspert the canal is under 
twenty feet of water. 

1t will be impossible to repair the canal, and 
all its officers acknowledge tuat it will hever bo 
used for navigation again. Its ultimate fate 
will be to afford areute for a railroad as a com- 
—— to the Baltimore and Ohio. The West 

irginia Central Company, ex-Senator Henry G. 
Davis's road, has been after it for several years.

PROBABLE RATE WAR. 

ST. Paul, June 2.—Before the recent break in 
freight rates is patched up it is more than likely 
that passenger rates eastbound from St. Paul 
will be seriousJy cut. It has been de- 
finitely ascertuined that the ‘‘Seo” people de- 
clined to enter the St. Paul and Minneapolis 
Passenger Association at the last meeting 


of the association. It was agreed to publish 
the “Soo” rates in the association rate sheet 
and to permit them to name rates $1 80 and $1 
less than the lowest rate made by way of 
Chicago. It was thought that this concession 
would satisfy the ‘*800’’ people, But this does 
not seem to be the case. Lhe outcome of this 
will be that the ‘“‘Soo” will issue an independ- 
ent rate sheet and ask favors from no one. 
Just what rates they intend to name is purely a 
matter of conjecture, If they follow in the 
footsteps of the freight department of the 
road lower rates will be named than those 
now quoted and the result will be a little flurr 
which may possibly terminate in a full- 
fledged rate war. The rates quoted at the of- 
fices of the company yesterday were the same 
as those made via the Milwaukee and Grand. 
Haven route, which are $1 80 and $1 less than 
the lowest rates made via Chicago. 


RAILROAD: MEN INDICTED. 
CHICAGO, June 2,—Thé first indictment ev 
found against officers of a railroad company for 
violation of the inter-State commerce law was 
returned in Judge Blodyett’s court yesterday 
azainst representatives of the Michigan Cen- 
tral Road. The officials named are Alexander 
McKay, General Freight Agent of the. road; 


Arthur W. Street, Assistant General Freight 
Agent; Fred C. Nicholas, Lecal Freight Agent} 
Matson P. Griswold, Local Freight Solicitor, and 
E. E. Somers, General Freight Agent of the 
Blue Line. The specitic charge is that last Fall 
the Michigan Central gave Charies W. Counsel- 
man & Co, of Chicago a rebate of 8 cenia per 
hundred pounds on grain shipped to New-York, 
making the net rate 17 cents, while other ship- 
pers had to pay 20 cents. 


SOUTHERN PACIFIC WITHDRAWS. 

CHICAGO, June 2.—The Southern Pacific Rail- 
road has given notice of withdrawal from the 
Transcontinental Association. This step, fol- 
lowing so close upon the similar action taken 
by the Northern Pacific two weeks ago, and 
the subsequent resignation of Chairman J. 


8. Leeds, leaves no room for doubt thas 
the days of the organization are numbered. 
For some time the American lines engaged in 
Pacific coast traftic have been chafing under the 
restrictions that have held them _ practically 
powerless while a foreign line stepped in and 
secured their business. The Southern Pacific has 
finally decided to cast off such restraints as are 
not legally binding and make a determined ef- 
fort to recover its lost traftie,

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THE IDAHO BLEBOIIOVN. 


NO LAW TO AUTHORIZE IT AND MUCH 
DISSATISFACTION EXPRESSED. 

BorseE City, ldaho, June 2.—The election for 
delegates to the proposed Constitutional Con- 
vention appointed to assemble in this city on 
the 4th day of July is a spontaneous movement 
upon the part of hopeful politicians and has no 
sanction of law, the Legislature of last Winter 
having refused by a decisive vote to pass a bill 
providing for a Constitutional Convention and 
defraying its expenses. In March last 
Stevenson, who was then Governor, issued a 


proclamation recommending the appointment or 
election of delegates ty attend a couvention to 
frams a Constitution. Gov. George L. Shoup 
was —— on April 30, and immediately 
—8 meénted this proclamation with one of 
similar import. County Committees, both 
Democratic ava Republican, acting conjointly 

have appointed delegates to act as members 0 

the convention in eleven of the seventeen coun- 
ties; in the others an election will take place to- 
morrow. 

The ‘party committees of Owyhee County 
made pa gle en by agreement and the peo- 
ple rebelled and will vote for delegates with 
other counties on the 34. On the same date 
this county will hold an election, at which none 
but Republicans will vote, for the Democrats 
have determined to procure certificates of elec- 
tion from the people; in other words, to carry 
around a petition to be signed that their candi- 
date be admitted to the convention. 

The appointment of delegates thus far made 
by County Committees has determined the char- 
acter of the convention. It is already Repub- 
lican, and will be rendered more fully so by the 
addition of nine from this county as well as 
from other sources. Efforts were made by the 
Triends of Statehood te divide the delegates be- 
tween the dy in this, the most —— 
county in the Territory, without avail. Party 
feeling is at fever hoat, and yet both parties 
are divided into factions. There is no law to 
keep Indians, Mormons, minors, women or chil- 
dren from the polis to-morrew or to prevent 
the stuffing of ballot boxes or making of false 
returns. 

The County Commissioners answering to the 
Supervisors of New-York, have refused to meet 
and canvass votes in this and other counties. 
No official returns can be made anywhere. 
Thereis grumbling upon a)! sides because of 
the unfairness of the means so far adopted. 
Little of Idaho jand has been surveyed, and 
consequently there is little else than railroad 
and personal property to tax to support a State 
Government. Our population is largely com- 
posed of the floating element and is a very un- 
certain quantity. Well-informed and disinter- 
ested men put it at about 70,000. Last Fall, 
during a very exciting canvass, we polled 
16,080 votes, and we have nothing like the 
same proportion of women and children as 
the East. There is no law under which a legal 
submission of the Constitution, when framed, 
can be made. The test oath law, prohibiting 
Mormons from voting, which some propose to 
embody in the Constitution, is also a iruitful 
source of discord.

burial would be denied to my daughter, who 
was born of a Catholic mother and father, was 
christened in a Catholic church, ana wae edu- 

— in the Catholic school at Meunt St. Vin- 

cent.” 

The pamphlet referred to shows that it was 
publisned in 1869. On the first page within its 
covers was this statement: “The prices for 
plots, graves, and interments in Calvary Ceme- 
tery are as follows: Plots and graves—Plot 16 
feet by.16 feet, $300; plot 8 feet by 8 feet, $76; 
plot 6 feet by 6 feet, $50.” -Following this was 
& list of the prices of interment and tbis state- 
ment: ‘‘The charge for the interment is not in- 
cluded in the cost of the ground,” 

“«Following this advertisement of the prices of 
ots and interments were the ‘“ Rules and 
gulations of Calvary Cemetery.” No. 5 of 

these rules.and regulations reads: ‘* The certif- 
foate of: purchase must in every instance be 
shown when parties require graves to be 
opened.”’ No. 21 of the same says: “ No head- 
stone, cross, or device of any kind shall be 
erected on any grave where the right to the 
ground has: not been purchased.” In no part 
of the rules and regulations is there anything to 
indicate that Miss Mabrenholz or any one in 
the-same religious condition as hers would be 
denied burial in the cemetery. 

While talking of his dead daughter he was 
deeply affected, and every allusion to her was 
made with trembling voice and eyes filling 
with tears. He brought the little iron casket 
containing her ashes, and tenderly, caressingly 
unlocked and opened it. 

“There is all that is left of my Carrie,” he 
said, passing his hand gently and reverently 
over the casket. ‘“‘How -white and pure the 
ashes look! You may touch: them if you wisb. 
Iam having an urn made for them in Germany, 
and I’ gehall always keep them with me. She 
was 80 bright, so intelligent, so well educated.

STRAWBERRIES UNCOMMONLY ABUN- 
DANT AND CHEAP—CHERRIKS. 
The past week has been one of calamity 
to those strawberry growers who depended ou 
finding a profitable market for their frait in 
this city, or in factany where within a thousand 
miles. of bere. Had the strawberry crop of 
Delaware, Maryland, and Virginia been totally 
destroyed by some phenomenal power on Tues- 
day last there is but little doubt that nearly all 
growers would have been richer in this world’s 
goods, The commission morchants would also 
have been better pleased with their week’s 
work. The great magses who live in the towns 
and cities would, however, have missed the 


greatest strawberry treat of their lives, and the 
5* Fenusyivania Railroad corporation would 
ve been many thousand dollars poorer. On 
Thursaday last that company | ht upward of 
eighty-five carloads of strawberries to this city, 
and doubtiess carried as many more to Philu- 
“delphia and the Eastern and Northern cities, 
» Many years ago, when the Delaware fruit 
grovers ap ed to Mr. Hinckles, the Presi- 
dent.of the Philadelphia, Wilmington and Bal- 
timore Railroad, to reduce the fruit freights to 
something approximating the rates on fourth- 
class matter, itis said that he refused the re- 
quest and said in explanation that if the fruit 
rates were uced to the low rates of other 
commodities the peninsula would be planted in 
fruit, the railrvad would nave nothing elée to 
carry, the truit would not bring a remunerative 
price, owing to its abundance, and both the 
railroad company and the peninsular farmers 
would be impoverished. ‘he experience of 
last week will possibly impress many fruit 
rowers With the soundness of Mr. Hinckléy’s 
ogic. The Vonnsylvania Ruilroad_Company 
made not less than $10,000 by last Thursday’s 
freighting. It is exceedingly doubtfu) if the 
money returned by the commission merchant 
from the sale of the berries that day will give 
the growers more than one-half the amount re- 
quired by them to pay fer picking those berries, 

Strawberries will be cheap and plentiful this 
week. There will come frein Monmouth Coun- 
ty, N. J., à larger supply than usual of the little 
soarlet berry once so popular in thia oity but 
now fast disappearing. It is not a profitable 
berry to cultivate, and is only grown in Mon- 
mouth County, but for all purposes it is the 
very best berry attainabie. Its flavor is une- 
qualed by any other strawberry that grows. It is 
sweeter, richer, and usually sells for double the 
price of the other berries. 

Tne cherry prospect is far from satisfactory. 
The. continuous rains of the past two weeks 
have affected them very injuriously and should 
the rains continue for a few daya more the crop 
(aa far as iarge cherries are concerned) 
will be almost a total failure, The Earl 
Richmond, a light-colored, small-seeded, 
tender, sour cherry, which ‘is becoming 
more .and more vopular each: year, will 
be here this week in fair abundance. They will 
be wholesaled at trom 5 to 10 cents a pound. 
Those in market this week will come from Mary- 
land and Delaware, with perhaps a few late in 
the week from South Jersey. After ten days 
these cherrics will probably disappear from the 
market for a week or ten days, to reappear 
again in great abundance from Western ew- 
York and still later from Canada unless the re- 
cent serious cold snap has destroyed this fruit, 
which is now feared to be the fact. : 

The mountains of North Carolina are now 
ripening an unusually large crop of very fine 
huckleberries, and thousands of quarts of this 
fruit will come here this week; in fact, all that 
can be gold for upward of 8 cents a quart, at 
which price they can be brought here from that 
State atasmall profit to the shi 
to the cool, cloudy weather of iast 
supply of asparagas in the market-was some- 
what limited. There is but little deubt, how- 
ever, that the change In the temperature will 
accelerate its growth, and the supply this woek 
will bo very great.

EXCITING EXPERIENCE OF THE STEAMER 
CAROLINE MILLER NEAR HAYTI. 

The steamer Caroline Miller, which ar- 
rived here Saturday night, had a very exciting 
experience while in Mayti during her last 
voyage. She wasin Cape Haytion on May 15 
and left that day for 8t. Mare to avail herself of 
the large quantities of logwood and coffee wait- 
ing for a shipat that port. On her way to 8t 
Maro she met a harmiless:looking steamer. No 
attention was paid to the stranger at first, until 
it was neticed that she was gradually creeping 
nearer and nearer. When at the distance of 


‘about five miies persons on the Miller were able 
to discern that she was a Haytian man-of-war, 
and probably the Toussaint L’Onverture. Tne 
‘Caroline Miller was making good time down the 
coast, but the speed of the gunboat was greater 
than hers and it rapidly gained on her. 

All at once a puff of whité smoke darted from 

the bow of the L’Ouverture and a snell dropped 
near the Miller: Other shots followed, and it 
begar to look exceedingly dangerous. in hope 
of — the impetaous Haytian’s fire the 
American tlag wes run to the peak of the Caro- 
line Miller. It had no effect, however, and the 
bombardment oontinued, fast and furious. 
prey = Miller concluded that his only 
Safety lay in flight. All steam was 
crowded on, and the little steamer trem- 
bled with the force of her engines. It was 
a risky chase, the shot from the gunboat in one 
case striking within twenty feet of the fleeing 
vessel. Atthe same time the gunbout seemed 
to increase its spoed also, and gained on the 
Miller visibly. The harbor of St. Mare was 
reached in safety, Dowever, before the gunboat 
succecded in getting near enough to do damage. 
Uuder the guns of St, Mare the Toussaint 
L’Ouverture did not dare to follow. 
. While at 8t. Maro, Capt. Miller says, a mount- 
ed courier came in from Port au Prince with 
the news that Légitime had abdicated and that 
Hippolyte was victorious, Tne Caroline Milier 
Was immediately chartered to carry the news to 
Port de Paix, and sailed thither on May 22. 
She left Port de Paix for New-York on May 24, 

‘Che Miller had under ber fore hatch yesterday 
four Gatlicrg guns, which had been sent north 
by Hippolyte. They were left at Dessalines 
when tbat fortress was abandoned by Légi- 
tune’s General, UO. Piquant, and had been ren- 
dered useless by the destruction of their feeding 
Cases and breech pieces. They were brought 
up by the Caroline Miller to have these parts 
replaced and then to be taken back for Hippo- 
lyte’s use. 

WASHINGTON, June 2.—Minister Preston, who 
has represented Hayti in this country for years, 
said to-night that the report that Port au Prince 
had been captured by Hippolyte and Légitime 
ferced to lay down. the Presidency was all a 
mistake. It was true, however, tnat Légitime 
was no longer President of the Haytian Repub- 
lic, butit- was because he had voluntarily ab- 
dicated his office. Minister Preston said 
there had been no battle at Port au Prince, 
and when Légitime abdicated Hippolyte was 
100 or 150 miles away. Mr. Preston does not 


believes, however, that there is no provisional 
President, but that Gen. Cunal bas undertagzen 
to preserve order in Port au Prince, and bas 
taken charge of the negotiations with Hip- 
polyte for a cessation of hostilities and an 
agreement for the election of a new President. 

The genial Haytian Minister has made a host 
of friends in Washington during the long 
period be has lived here, and if events in Hayti 
should result in his recall there will be general 
regret. Mr. Preston of course doves not know 
whether he willremain ornot. He has repre- 
sented his Government here through the terms 
of six Haytian Presidents, and he remarked 
with a Jaugh to-night that he always tenders 
his resignation when there is achangeof ad- 
ministration. 


AN ANGRY WOMAN'S ATTACE. 

August Razinski, a doorman at the sta- 
tion of the New-York, New-Haven and Hart- 
ford Railroad in the Grand Cental Station, was 
horsewhipped in the waiting room of the sta- 
tion by & woman about noon on Decoration Day. 
In consequence he has been suspended by his 
superior officer. until the case can_ be inveasti- 
gated and the woman’s grievance against him 
fully explained. 

Raziuski says that he does not know the wo- 
man who assaulted him. She is described as 
being of medium height, stout, and plainly 
dressed. She struck Razinski over the head and 
shoulders three or four times with a blacksnake 
horsewhip, which she took from under her 
cloak.
